FUGITIVE'S FREEDOM NEAR ? 


Coaticook Magistrate Excoriates 
Jerome When He Fails to Ap- 
pear on Gambling Charge. 


HEARING GOES OVER TILL SEPT. 11 


Montreal, Quebec, Sept. 6.—‘' Foreign law- 
yers, foreign sheriffs, and foreign. bailiffs 
have hurt the dignity of the British courts 
of law in the Thaw case,"’ Justice Gervais, 
one of the judges who yesterday issued the 
writ of habeas corpus and order prohibiting 
the immigration authorities from deporting 
Harry K. Thaw, said today. 

“ British sovereignty is quite capable of 
taking care of any person who appeals to our 
sense of justice. It is not necessary for any 
lawyer, sheriff, bailiff. or any other foteign 
person to intervene in euch a matter. 

* We are quite capable of looking afer any 
stranger that is within our midst. Mr. Thaw 
will appear before the full bench of the court 
of appeals here on Sept. 15, and his case will 
be thrashed out there, according to its 
merits.” 


Thaw Will Seek Bail. 

An application for bail will be the next 
move by the lawyers for Thaw. While they 
declined to commit themselves, it is thought 
they will appear soon in the Court of King's 
Bench and make their gppeal. 

In legal circles here the belief is held that 
the Thaw case is now safely launched on its 
long trip to the privy council. E. Blake 
Robertson, assistant superintendent of the 
dominion immigration department, who 
passed through Montreal on his way home 
to Ottawa, said: ‘Thaw will be deported, 
be sure of that."’ 


| Pressed for a statement, Mr. Laflamme of 


the Thaw counsel said: *‘ We licked Jerome 
and there will be no deportation. That's 
enough for the present.” 

The legal contingent from Montreal hand- 
‘ling Thaw's case accompanied by “‘ Gentle- 
man’ Roger Thompson, the chaffeur who 
drove the rescue car from Matteawan, re- 
turned from Coaticoon en a special train 
this morning. 


Justice Denounces Jerome. 

Coaticook, Que., Sept. 6.—William Travers 
Jerome, arrested in Coaticook yesterday on 
a charge of gambling, was bitterly de- 
nounced by Justice of the Peace James Mc- 
Kee in his courtroom today. 

The gray bearded magistrate was indig- 
nant when Jerome's counsel announced that 
thé New York lawyer could not be pres- 
ent today and asked an adjournment of the 
hearing of his gambling case. 

“I want to say,"’ McKee, banging the 
table with his fist, cried, “ that wé intend 
to prosecute Mr. Jerome to the full extent 
of the law. He can’t come here and play 
his card games before our children. This 
may be a suburb town, but we intend to 
enforee our laws. Our relations with the 
American bar are cordial, but justice must 
be meted out in this case.’’ 


Suggests Bail Forfeiture. 

The court then suggested that Jerome's 
bail be forfeited. 

“That would only hit two of our citizens 
who went on it,"" Mr. Hanson, the prose- 
ecutor, said. The justice then “ allowed ” 
that he would let the bail stand. He put 
over the case until Sept. 11. 

There was a crowd of about sixty idlers in 
the court room to listen to the magistrate’s 
tirade. They stamped their feet and ap- 
plauded. 

Jacob Nicoll of @herbrooke, crown prose- 
cutor for this district, and as such the su- 
perior of joint Prosecutor Hanson, appeared, 
strangely enough, for the defense. 

In Sherbrooke he aided counsel for New 
York in their successful fight to get Thaw 
out of jail. Arriving here last ‘night he 
characterized Jerome's arrest as an outrage. 


Ready to Prosecute Jerome. 

It wag a little past 9 o’clock when McKee 
took his seat beside a table in the little court- 
room, A. C, Hanson, the prosecutor, said 
he was ready to go on with the Jerome case. 

The complainant, Milford Aldrich, a mill 
hand, who swore that he saw Jerome playing 
poker near the Grand Trunk railway station 
with several newspaper men, was present. 

Jerome meantime wis at Norton Mills, Vt., 
where he went yesterday by automobile after 
being admitted tc bail. 


Case More Snarled than Ever. 

As metters stand the case of the fugitive 
slayer of Stanford White is more snarled 
than at any time since his escape from Mat- 
teawan. Ordered deported for two reasons— 
entering the dominion by stealth and having 
been an inmate ‘of an insane asylum within 
five years—his appeal to the minister of the 
interior automatically stayed proceedings. 

Then came the writ of habeas corpus and 
the restraining order granted at Montreal. 
As a matter of fact the restraining order 
was issued prior to the time the deportation 
decision was returned and it is a question 
whether this does not invalidate the findings. 

In any event, Thaw will have his court 
hearing, and the matter of his deportation, 
thought yesterday morning to have been 
practically séttied, is now so complex as to 
make forecasts out of the question.

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RAIN ROUTS FIRE 
AT HOT SPRINGS 


Heavy Downpour Aids Weary 
Firemen in Removing Dan- 
ger from the Ruins, 


HOMELESS SET AT 2,500. 


Hot Springs, Ark., Sept. 6—A downpour 
of rain today proved a valuable aid to weary 
workers among the smoldering ruins of the 
$6,000,000 conflagration which swept Hot 
Springs last night. About fifty-five city 
blecks are in ruins, Order prevails, how- 
ever, due to the efforts of 250 citizen police. 
The 2,500 persons rendered homeless are 
being cared for and it is probable city au- 
thorities will not call for assistance from the 
state at large. 

The light and power company has provided 
emergency facilities for the newspapers and 
other industries to resume operations, but 
the city will be in darkness for at least thirty 
days. 

At a massmeeting today a committee was 
appcinted to meet with the city council t 
provide immediate fire fighting appara 
and care for the homeless. More than 6, 
feet of hose was destroyed. 


Mayor Praises Firemen’s Work, 
Mayor McClendon today praised the efforts 
of the local and Little Rock fire fighters last 
right, pointing out that not a fatality oc- 
curred and that only four persons were 
slightly hurt.

/WANER REPLIES TO CHARGES 


MADE BY STATE MERIT BOARD. 


Denies Public Funds Were Ured Irregu- 
larly While He Was on the Live Stock 
Commission. 


P. S. Haner of Taylorville, former chair- 
man of the state board of live stock commis- 
sioners and for six years a member of the 
board, has issued a statement in reply to 
charges made by the civil service commis- 
sion and the report of Gov.

NEWSPAPER DISTRIBUTER 
CRUSHED BY DELIVERY AUTO. 


Boy Falls from Truck and One of the 
Rear Wheels Passes Over His 
Body.

PASTOR-BANKER 
HELD FOR FRAUD 


U. T. 8. Rice of Mattoon, Too 
Ill to Go to Jail, Kept Un- 
der Guard in Home, 


INQUIRY BY GRAND JURY. 


Mattoon, Ill., Sept. 6.—[@pecial.]}—Charged 
with embezzlement, U. T. 8. Rice, for forty 
y@lre a leading citizen of Mattoon and one 
of its foremost church workers, is ander 
guard of a deputy sheriff tonight at his home 
in this city, unable to furnish §2,000 bond 
and too ili to be taken to jail. Meanwhile, the 
grand jury of the City court is unearth'ng 
unsuspected deals that may increase his 
shortage to anywhere from $50,000 to $100,000. 

Rice was a loan broker, insurance agent, 
and real estate agent. He came to Mattoon 
as a Baptist preacher and established a 
reputation for honesty that led a bank presi- 
dent, now dead, to take him as partner in an 
extensive loan business. The business de- 
scended to Rice when the banker died and 
euch wae the confidence in Rice that he was 
allowed to continue his office in the bank, 

He has beem superintendent of the Sunday 
school of the First Methodist church, super- 
intendent of the Coles County Sunday School 
association, an official of the Illinois Meth- 
odist Conference Laymen's association, presi- 
@ent of the Mattoon Law and Order league, 
and the head of numerous other organiza- 
tions of like nature. 


Many of Investors Women, 

The consequence was that widows andeged 
persons Living upon the interest of lifelong 
savings took their money to Rive for in- 
vestment. He always found places for it and 
as trustee paid interest twice a year by 
private checks. The lenders did not know 
when loans expired, and Rice was enabied to 
collect money without the owner learning 
of it 

He continued to keep this money, it is said, 
paying the lender interest sometimes out of 
the principal. This game, it is claimed, he has 
kept up for years, and until the grand jury 
gets hold of all books and claims the extent 
and number of shortages can only be sur- 
mised. Two firms of Mattoon attorneys have 
claims totaling $40,000. 

Feeling runs high againet Rice because 
many of the victims are women. He was 
taken seriously ill with heart trouble a few 
weeks ago and it is said knowledge of the 
impending disclosures which he could not cir- 
cumvent brought on his condition. He makes 
no statement. Where the money has gone 
ig unknown.

GERMAN INTERESTS MISLED; 
REALLY FAVOR U. S. EXPOSITION 


Newspaper Expose Shows Government 
Committee Acted Without Warrant in 
Opposing Exhibits for Fair..

BERLIN, Sept. 6.—A genuine sensation has 
been caused by the revelations of the Frank- 
fort Zeitung, the foremost organ of the com- 
mercial classes, that the decision of the Ger- 
man government not to participate in the 
San Francisco exposition is based upon mis- 
leading and inadequate information. 

These revelations tend to show that far 
from being hostile to the exposition, German 
industry was hurried and harried into assum- 
ing a position which induced the government 
to decline America’s invitation.

cott are likely to take place. Communica- 
tions are reaching the paper to prove that 
important manufacturing men simply re- 
fused to consider the San Francisco. exposi- 
tion because no time had been allowed them 
to reach a mature decision. 

Prominent firms report that they were 
asked to make up their minds on the same 
day the inquiry reached them. When they 
pointed out that a matter of such importance 
required deliberate consideration they wers 
told that there must be no delay, as the head- 
quarters in Berlin had to know at once.

This caused 
the president to inquire into the work of the 
hospital authorities, with the result that he 
sent this letter yesterday to County Agent 
Meyer: 

“The work that your office has been doing 
at the hospital during the last few months is 
worthy of the highest commendation. The 
law requires that the county agent shall in- 
vestigate the cases of all people who apply or 
who are admitted, and as there are so many 
impostors who do apply and there have been 
sO many patients admitted to the hospital 
through personal or political influence, it is 
desirable, if the inetitutrom is to take care of 
the indigent poor for whom it is provided, 
that the greatest care be exercised in your 
office. 


Wants Worthy Poor Admitted. 

“Te it is meceseary more investigators 
should be assigned to this work. I am very 
desirous that-every worthy person should be 
admitted, and admitted promptly, so that 
those for whom the hospital is intended may 
know that they can go there and be admitted 
and treated properly without influence and 
without cost. 

**I shall be glad to have you instruct your 
investigators also that in cases where there 
is doubt to_ lean towards leniency and admis 
the patient. Impostors, of course, must be 
kept out, but I would rather be imposed upon 
once ina while than refuse any worthy person 
admission.’’ 

After this letter had been written Mr. Me. 
Cormick received word from an afternoon 
newspaper that the five Bartzen commis- 
sioners had gone to the hospital. He ordered 
County Agent Meyer to go to the institution 
to answer any questions the commissioners 
might want to ask. 


Hospital Found Imposed On, 

Mr. McCormick said the county agent had 
found many instances wh.re people were 
trying to impose upon the cuunty. He cited 
three cases at Oak Forest where men were 
) drawing pensions, one from the government,

‘* Some weeks ago Commissioner Harris 
sent another sick man here. After being in 
the hospital for a short time he was ordered 
out. The commissioner then called up War- 
éen Harry Bailey and asked if the man 
couldn't stay, saying that he was sick and 
had no friends and no work. The warden 
consented to’ permit him to remain a few 
days. 


Claims Sick Man Died. 

“ Then the man was sent to the Oak Forest 
institution and died the next day. That 
shows how much he deserved to be dis- 
charged from the county hospital. It is due 
the public to know just what conditions are 
in this regard. Wewillmakea fair and com- 
plete investigation and turn the results over 
to the regular county hospital committee of 
the county board.” 

Commissioner Kuflewski is chairman of the 
hospital committee, of which Berg also isa 
member.

War Engineers Report Lack 
of Facilities to Handle 
Commerce. 


RAILROADS IN CONTROL, 


Condition of Both Chicago and 
Calumet Rivers Draws 
Criticisms. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT] 
Washington, D. C., Sent. 6.—[Special.]— 
Chicagy lacks proper water terminal facili- 
tics for handling lake commerce, according 
to a report made to congress today by the 
war department engineers. Such terminals 


as exist are inadeyuate and largely con- | 


trolled by the railroads. 


The description of the conditicns in the | 


Chicago harbor and the Chicago and Calu- 
met tivers is a part of the report on water 
terminalis and transfer facilities throughout 
the country made by the government engi- 
neers as directed by congress ih the river and 
harbor act of 1912. The harbor possibilities 
in Chicago waters will be treated compre- 
hensively in the report on the government 


survey which will be seut to congress next 


week, 

“he report concerning Chicago submitted 
today was prepared by Col. Zinn, the gov- 
ernnient engineer in that district. 


City Lacks Transfer Facilities. 

On the question of general efticiency the 
engineer says: 

‘In the Chicago river district there is no 

comprehensive system of providing rail and 
water transfer facilities except that provided 
by the Chicago River and Indiana railroad 
company on the west fork. At the mouth of 
the river the government has constructed 
two breakwaters known as the easterly and 
southerly breakwaters, forming an outer 
basin, making a protecting basin of about 
270 acres. 
“This is used for terminals of water car- 
riers only on a small scale, one salt com- 
puny receiving cargoes in a slip abutting this 
besin and one small steamship line operating 
three steamers docking along one of the 
piers. The basin at present is used largely 
by pleasure launches and yachts. 

“Chicago river and its branches are bor- 
dered by wharves, warehouses, and indus- 
tal establishments. 


Calls Terminals Inadequate. 

“The terminal facilities provided are very 
inadequate. The river is narrow at points, 
crooked, “and spanned by many center pier 
bridges, all of which tend to make water 
traffic slow and expensive. The large rail- 
road systems through their boat lines, which 
they own or control, dominate the terminal 
system at Chicago. ony 

‘As there is at present no public ter- 
minals along the Chicago river,. the wharf- 
age fronts are not strictly open to use to 

ll water carriers on equal terms. Es- 


ship lines. 
controlled, either directly or indirectly, by 
some railroad system, the wharf front is 
for use of their own vessels or those ves- 
sels chartered by them. The wharf front 
of the coal, lumber, and grain companies 
abutting the river are in the private ter- 
minals for use of all vessele having business 
at their respective docks.” 


Calumet District Criticised. 

Concerning the Calumet river, the report 
says: 

“In “this district, like the Chicago dis- 
trict, there are no comprehensive systems 
of providing rail and water transfer facili- 
ties. Bach industry along the river has its 
own wharfing front to which the vessels 
go direct and unload their cargoes, the ore, 
grain, and coal all being unloaded by me- 
chanical devices of varying efficiency. 

“ Along the Calumet river there are no 
public docks except those at street ends and 
along public highways, which at present are 
very little availed of. The wharfage fronts 
along the river are owned mainly by private 
and industrial concerns, the railroads own- 
ing or controlling very little land abutting 
the river. The wharf frontage of the coal, 
grain, and ore companies are more in the 
nature of private terminals for use to all 


docks, and not strictly open to use to all 
water carriers on equal terms.” 


Breakwaters Put to Little Use. 

Chicago's plans for the establishment of a 
municipal commercial harbor between Chi- 
cago avenue and Randolph street are briefly 
described. 

* Although the government,”’ continues the 
report, ‘‘ has expanded large sums for break- 
waters which protect extensive strips of the 
lake front, both at the mouth of the Chicago 
river and the Calumet, there is surprising\y 
little terminal use of such protected front- 
age. In some cases this is due to the uncer- 
tainty and litigation relative to the property 
titles along the water front.

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St. Louis Police’ Have Warrant | 
for Fink of Belleville, Ill. 


1} ACCOUNTS ARE FOUND SHORT 


Disappearance Followed by Statement 
Debts Will Be Paid. 


St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 6—A. warrant was 


| issued in Belleville, Ill., today for the arrest 


of Henry J. Fink, the private banker who dis- 
appeared from Belleville nearly two weeks 
ago and a week later was found at the home 
of a relative in St. Loyis. 

The warrant was issued on complaint of 
Joseph Bier, who claims he made Fink trustee 
of a $1,500 mortgage. The mortgage, Bier 
said, was released, but of this fact he was not 
notified by Fink. 

As soon as the warrant was issued a deputy 
sheriff left Belleville for St. Louis to arrest 
Fink. A telephone message was sent to the 
St. Louis police asking for assistance. 


Failed to Turn Over Property. 

Developments moved rapidly in the in- 
,estigation of Fink's affairs today. The Fi- 
delity and Deposit company of Maryland 
began an inquiry into Fink's connection with 
the estate of William Schaeffer as conserva- 
tor. The executor of the estate claimed that 
Fink had fafled to turn over to him property 
valued at $20,000. 

Fink, a private banker, had a large clien- 
tage among the residents of Belleville and 
surrounding towns. Many small savings 
had been intrusted to him for investment, 
and as security for these funds only his 
personal notes were given in many instances. 
After he was found in St. Louis Fink told 
& newspaper reporter that his -business 
amounted to about $200,000 a ycar and that 
his total investments approximated a mil- 
lion dollars.

Kansas Hatchery Ready to Distribute 
Millions of Young Bass, but Must 
* Wait for Rivers to Put Them In, 


Topeka, Kas., Sept. 6.—Unless the rains 
come soon in Kansas probably no attempt 
will be made this fall to distribute fish from 
the state hatchery at Pratt. There are plenty 
of fish, but few places where it would be ad- 
visable to place them, says L. L. Dyche, state 
fish and game warden. 

“ We received so many letters from persons 


they wanted fish stating that the ponds and 
creeks were dried up, or So nearly so that it 
is not safe to stock them with fish,” said 
Prof. Dyche, “ that we had to put it off.

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
The jokers were eliminated from the free 
shoe leather paragraph of the tariff bill by 
the senate today. Under the terms of the 
revised phraséology all Jeather for boot and 
shoe manufacturing purposes, except leather 
for mending shoes, will be exempt from 
duty. 

The change was the result of criticism of 
the language of the paragraph by the shoe 
manufacturers, who asserted that it might 
be interpreted so as to subject certain class- 
es .of shoe leather té a tax. When the para- 
graph was taken up for discussion today 
Senator Hughes, on behalf of the finance 
cammittee, offered the revised provision, 
which enumerates additional classes of shoe 
leather to be admitted free and then adds: 
“And all other leather for boot and shoe 
manufacturing purposes." 

Senator Hughes said that it would be im- 
practicable to exempt from duty leather 
used for mending shoes and that, moreover, 
the amount that would be imported is a 
negligible quantity. 


Bill Sure of Passage. 

Tt was made almost a certainty today that

CURREN CY VIEWS 


Senate Committee Hears Ar- 
cuments Embracing Wide 
Range of Knowledge. 


ASK SHARE IN CONTROL. 


Insist on Representation in Fed- 
eral Board; Reynolds Fears 
Inflation of Credit. 


[BY A STAFF OCORRESPONDENT.]) 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—[Special.]— 
The committee of bankers of the American 
Bankers’ association concluded this after- 
noon the presentation of their objections to 
the president’s banking and currency Dill 
before the senate banking and currency com- 
mittee. 

Senator Bristow of Kansas is still seeking 
for additional light and in compliance with 
his request James B. Forgan and George 
M. Reynolds, the Chicago bankers, have 
agreed to return to Washington some time 
next week. Senator Owen, chairman of the 
committee, is anxious to conclude all hear- 
ings within four days. It is doubtful if he 
will be successful, however, and the chances 
are that testimony will be taken for ten days 
at least. 

Undoubtedly the arguments of the bankers 
have made a strong and probably favorable 
impression upon the committee members. 
There is considerable question, however, as 
to whether some of the committee members 
made anything like a favorable impression 
upon the bankers. 


Bankers Instruct Committee Members. 

The bankers evidenced thorough knowledge 
of the practice and theory of currency, while 
it was apparent from questions put by cer- 
tain members of the committee that they 
were largely ignorant of the basic principles 
of banking and finance. 

The bankers appeared before the commit- 
tee insistent upon their view that they 
should have representation upon the pro- 
posed federal board of control. Their ex- 
perience undoubtedly has convinced them 
that such representation is necessary to the 
safety and success of the system the presi- 
dent wishes establiahed. 

It is obvious, according to experts, that if 
the members of the proposed federal board 
of control are politically selected by the 
president by and with the advice and consent 
of these same senators, there is no reason 
to believe the men selected will be any 
better qualified to direct the financial affairs 
of the country than are these senators to 
enact the legislation necessary to provide a 
proper banking and credit system. 


Elemental Banking Questions Asked. 

Today, as upon the preceding days, the 
examination of the bankers by senators had 
to do chiefly with elemental questions of 
banking and not at all with proper methods 
of banking. Not ence was there raised by 
a member of the senate committee a question 
of the bankers’ right to dominate commerce 
and industry through an absolute control of 
credit, nor a suggestion as to whether a 
syste jould or could be devised whereby 
such control could ‘be broken. 

The main discussion for the last four days 
revolved around the question of giving the 
bankers the concessions they deem essential. 

Mr. Reynolds told the senators he believed 
there would be a vioient inflation of credits 
if treasury notes were made legal tender 
and held as part of: national bank reserve 
funds, as proposed by the administration 
currency bill. a 

Mr, Reynolds believes the bill’s strongest 
favorable feature was that it would provide 
for proper elasticity in credits and currency. 
He believes the bill would ‘do great good 
to the extent that it helps in the mobiliza- 
tion of reserves,’’ but he does not think it 
goes far enough. 


Discuss Retiring Circulating Notes. 

The committee spent much time discussing 
a bill by Senator Shafroth to retire all pres- 
ent circulating notes except treasury notes 
and to issue new treasury notes; secured by 
a 50 per cent gold reserve. 

The bankers took a positive stand against 
the feasibility of any issue of government 
notes secured only by a partial gold reserve 
and put out as the. direct obligations of the 
government, They referred with emphasis 
to the days of “ flat money’ to show that 
the government's credit might easily be im- 
paired and that it might be put into an em- 
barrassing position by heavy demands for 
payment of gold on ite notea. 

Prof. Sprague of Harvard university said 
he belleved the system of regional reserve 
banks to be established by the bill, “ with 
some modifications,”” would be fairly satis- 
factory. He said publicity such as would 
center about the operations of the federal re- 
serve board would prevent that board from 
“ going very far wrong,’’ whether or not it 
had representatives of the banking interests 
upon it.

DAL: PINO GETS BACK LICENSE 
ON HIS PROMISE TO “BE GOOD.” 


According to One “Tribune” Reader 
Saloon at Madison and Halsted 
Streets Never Was Closed. 


The saloon license of Cesar Dal Pino has 
been restored, subject to the stipulation that 
he .“ be good,”’ allow no more gambling at 
his place at 808 West Madison street, and 
“ fire "’ his partner, Al Schlosser. ‘ 

Dal Pino’s license was revoked by Mayor 
Harrison on Aug. 8 after an indictment for 
gambling. The mayor restored it on Thurs- 
day, with this arinotation: 

“Been punished enough. Restored on 
agreement te-discharge Schiosser and not to 
allow him around the place, and to cut out 
handbooking.”’ o« 

According to one TRIBUNE reader, Dal 
Pino’s license never was actually revoked, 
as the place has been open the entire time. 
The mayor was notat the city hall yesterday 
morning, nor was Chief McWeeny, so this 
could not be verified. 

The letter making the accusation was ad- 
dressed to “‘the Friend of the People,"’ and 
signed by J. W. Young, Washington boule- 
vard’ and Leavitt street. It follows: 

.“ Sonte three or four weeks ago an article 
appeared in your.paper to the effect that 
the mayor had. reyoked the licenses of four 
saloon keepers on account of continued gam- 
bling on their premises. Cesar Dal Pino 
of Halsted arid West Madison streets was 
mentiOned “ab one of the unfortunate ones, 
but it would seem from all appearances that 
Dal Pino never has been requested to Shut 
up his place, only during the regular hours 
for closing, as it has been open night and day 
as usual. If Dal Pino. is thus favored no 
doubt the: other three were also, which re- 
duces the revocation of their licenses to noth- 
ing but a joke on the public. Will you kindly 
have this.matter looked into? ”

Washington, D. C., Sept. 6.—The United 
States government today broadened the pow- | 
ers of its consular representatives in Mexico 
to such a degree that it is believed there will 
be no further obstacle to a more general with- 
drawal of American citizens from the danger | 
zones of the southern republic. 

American consuls in Mexico had been in- 
structed to furnish first class transportation 
to any who desired it on condition that they 
later reimbursed the state department. Sup- 
plementary instructions were issued today, 
however, to give Americans whatever trané- 
portation they desired, and they would be ex; 
pected to reimburse the government only if 


More General Exodus Expected. 

The adoption of this liberal policy resulted 
from the possibility that many Americans 
would needlessly linger in the trouble torn 
districts unless every facility for their de- 
parture was afforded.

GIVEN IN SLEEP 


Woman Has Strange Vision 
Before Knowing of Fate 
of Old Friend.

VICTIM OF CHARITE FIRE. 


Warns Against Burial of Wrong 
Remains for Those of 
Visitant. 


PARIS, Sept. 6.—After several years the 
Bulletin: ef the Society of Psychic Research, 
which is the offic al organ of the society pre- 
gided over by l’rof. Richet, prints the ex- 
traordinary story of a vision seen on the 
night following the fearful fire of the Ba- 
zaar de la Charité in Paris which has long 
been whispered about in society. 

The one who experienced the vision is Mme. 
Jean Delettres, but in the Bulletin’s account, 
the trustworthiness of which is vouched for 
by the society—that is as far as her good 
faith and the attendant material circum- 
stances are concerned—she appears as 
“Mme. X.” 

Returning home soon after 6, Mme. X. was 
overtaken with a curious torpor; after eat- 
ing a few mouthfuls she retiréd to bed. To- 
ward 1 o'clock she awoke terrified by a 
nightmare of which she told her husband, 
saying that she had seen a sort of fragmen- 
tary hand crushed and burned, and round 
this hand a second one, also bruised and bat- 
tered, and yet a third larger and more shad- 
owy hand covering the others. 


Two Hands Disappear. 
This last gradually assumed consistency 


‘until the other two disappeared. Then the 


third one was reduced to the normal appear- 
ance of a woman’s plump left hand, witha 
large turquoise ring on one of the fingers, 
and the wrist wrapped in black brocade with 
violet trimming. 
This hand took hold of her and compélied 
her to follow it against her will, resistance 
being overcome by her hearing thrice: 3 
“It is your duty. You are needed.” “< 
So she. went, without knowing where, and 
naw as it were a battlefield, sickening with 
a stench of bodies, and burning. The han 
showed her something stretched on the 
ground, and then led her to a man upon his 


_ knees, and she heard a voice saying: 


“ Quick, quick! 
must recogize me. Show him my-hand, ‘and 
he will remember the ring.’’ 

“For long,” says Mme. X.,; “this poor 
hand forced me to pass, and repass with it 
before blind unseeing eyes. Its despair in- 
creased—the despair of a hand! It is ridicu- 
lous, unheard of, and yet so tt was. The 
‘woeful plaint was repeated: ‘ Let them recog- 
nize me, and do not leave me 
pity’s sake, let me be recognized.” ”’ 


Reads of Disaster. 

While relating this horrible vision to M. X.. 
his wife was all the time haunted by a smell 
of burned flesh and putrefaction, and kept 
asking if he did not notice the insupportabie 
stench. Finally she went to sleep and woke 
quietly in the morning to read in the papers 
of the great fire at the Bazaar de la Charité. 

Many of her friends were among the vix- 
tims, and one of the first to be identified was 
a companion of her childhood. Thetoilet was 
described—black brocade, trimmed with 
‘violet plueh at the neck and wrists. 

The funeral was fixed for a few days later. 
and oh: going to the house she saw the vic- 
tim'’s husband for the first time, and recog- 
nized him as the kneeling man of her night- 
mare. He startled her by telling her that 
there would be no funeral. 

“ There was a mistake,” he said. “A vis- 
iting card found upon one of the victims on 
the night of the fire led to some remains ofa 
woman about the same size as my wife and 
dressed in the same way being taken for 
hers. - This morning the error was discov- 
ered through a case full of letters being 
found in one of her pockets as she jay at the 
mortuary for unclaimed bodies. 

“On being notified I went there and at 
once recognized these poor remains, -left 
uncared for during six days, while I had 
brought those of a stranger to our home. 
Different small objects found intact upon 
her pérson made me quite sure, in the ab- 
sence of any possibility of otherwise recog- 
nizing. I wanted to identify her with abso- 
lute certainty by a turquoise ring upon her 
left hand. But she had no left hand. It had 
been burned off at the wrist."

ine the innumerable tragedies which filled 
the old Ghetto—that community of 75,000 
harried souls—which centered at West Tay- 
lor and Jefferson street and filled a strip of 
territory neatly two miles long by half a 
mile wide, 

And to these simple minded people there 
came, in the strange, new environment, 
other tragedies almost as poignant,

I“ the old countries the Jews were not 
allowed to own land; they were forbidden 
to learn trades. If they would not starve, 
they were forced, therefore, to become mer- 
In Chicago the new- 
comérs started out by the thousands, with 
packs on their backs, to peddle their goods 
from door to door. Often they were stoned 
and even robbed by gangs of roughs. 

In the old countries they were persecuted 
by the anthorities; they had no friends in 
power, They were forced, therefore, to be- 
come more and more fiercely religious, to 
rely more and more on other than earthly 
consolations. They observed with rigid 
formality all the multitudinous rules and re- 
strictions of their ancient faith. In Chicago 
their untrimmed beards an] queer garments 
were laughed at and ridiculed. 

-But in spite of these trials and of the 
added handicap of an alien tongue they 
have greatly prospered. Their men have 
gone into the trades. It probably will be 
news to most people to learn that there is in 
Chicago a large union of carpenters every 
member of which is a Jew. Jews now are 
found as expert craftsmen in almost every 
trade. They are especially prominent as 
bricklayers and hodéarriers. They still own 
most of the stores in the old Ghetto, but 
most of the Jews who can afford it have 
moved their homes farther west. Theré is 
a new settlement, made up almost entirely 
of neat and even handsome homes, and cov-

ERHAPS the most admirable charac- 
teristic of the Jewish race is its de- 
voted and happy home life. Jewish chil- 
dren are brought-up to obey and respect 
their parents. In a true Jewish family, 
though a son may have reached the age of 


of his father is still the law. Divorce is 


very rare among them and the members 
of a family will almost always stand to- 
gether in an emergency. , 
Out of this very tradition of patriarchal 
home life has grown some of the saddest 
tragedies of the Chicagc Ghetto. Too 
often, in the shock and stiain of adjust- 
ment 'to living in a great foreign city, the 
younger generation loses its. old habit of 
obedience to and respect for the older. 
Parents lose contro] over their children 
and the young: people grow up to bring 


discredit to their families and their race. | 


A few years ago a young Jewish boy, 
the son of a poor cobbler, went out into 
the streets to sell papers. He was bare- 
footed and his clothes were ragged, but 
his sharp eyes and bright, eager face at- 
tracted the attention of a rich Jewish 
merchant. The rich man visited the boy’s 
father in his little shop. 

“TJ am interested in your son,” he said. 
“Tf you will let me take him I will buy 
him) good clothes, educate him, give him a | 
good start in the world. He may, if you 
prefer, live here at home with you.” 

.- 

HE old father shook his head. “Iam 
afraid,” he said, “that your plan will 
be the ruin of»-my son, though I kgow you 
mean to be kind. I am afraid he will grow 
itp to feel himself superior to his parents and 
the rest of the family. And then he will be 

certain to go to the bad.” 

They talked it over for an hour, and 


finally, because a Jew will make almost any 
sacrifice to secure the advancement of his 
children, the old man gave his consent. The 
tich man sent the niewsboy to a tailor, 
bought him shoes and stockings, and started 
him to school again. In school the boy be- 
came a brilliant scholar. At home he came 
to rather look down on his barefooted 
brothers and sisters and hard working, 
poorly dressed parents. 

The rich man received only the most flat- 
tering reports from the teacher of his pro- 
tégé, until finally one day, she sent for him 
in haste. “I am broken hearted,” she said. 
“Our boy has turned out a thief. He has 
stolen my diamond ring.”’ The rich man got 
back the ring and took the boy to his father. 

“I have tried to bring up your son, and 
I have failed,” he said. “I must put him 
back under your control.” 

The old cobbler had listened to the story 
with shaking head. ‘“ All the time I was 
afraid,” he said, “and for the last month I 
have been sure. You are a great man, who 
stands on the top of a mountain and can see 
far off the great things which happen in the 
world; I stand at the foot of the mountain, 
but for a little distance I can see as well a9 
you,’ For my own children I can see better 
than you.”

HEN he called the boy. “ Take off those 
shoes,” he ordered. “ Put on your old 
clothes.” Then with a thick gtick he gave 
the boy a tremendous whipping. “ And now 
go out into the street and sell your papers.” 

It is on record that under this Spartan 
treatment the former newsboy has become 


an honest, hard working man. He has 
built up a thriving business and his old 
father, no longer tied to the bench of a 
cobbler, is still the head of the family, 
whose word is unquestioned. 

The Jewish population of Chicago sup- 
ports four daily newspapers, which are 
printed in Yiddish, two weeklies in the 
same language, and three English week- 
lies! The institutional charities support- 
ed by the Jews are very numerous and 
range from the great Michael Reese hos- 
pital, with its research department, to a 
little association on the west side which 
loans small amounts of money to poor 
Jews, the sole security being an oath 
taken by the borrower that the loan shal! 
be repaid. Besides going more and more 
into the trades, the Jéws are also taking 
up in increasing numbers their ancestral 
occupation as tillers of the soil. There are 
successful agricultural colonies in both 
Wisconsin and Michigan, which have been 
largely financed by wealthy members of 
the race in Chicago. Each year there are 
more Jews who intermarry with gentiles. 
Authorities say that at present between a 
and 10 per cent of the younger generation 
marry outside the faith. 

Industry, temperance, thrift, a passion- 
ate devotion to education, love of family 
—these are Jewish traits of which no city

The unfurling of the flag and the scattering 
of the flowers upon the river were in mem- 
ory of the soldiers and sailors of the war 
of 1812 who are buried in Lilinois. - 

The exercises, which were held on top of 
the rock, began at 1 o'clock, with Mrs. 
George A. Lawrence of Galesburg, state 
regent, presiding. Two thousand persons 
from all parts of the state witnessed the 
ceremonies. The invocation was pronounced 
by Mrs. B. F. Arnold of Galesburg, after 
which there was patriotic music and intro- 
ductory remarks by the state regent.

He Knows Something of Farming.. 
_“Lanow something of farming from -my 
boyhood,”” continued the commissioner en- 
thusiastically.

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CHARLTON BALKS INQUISITORS 


Refuses to Admit He Had Aid 
When He Killed Bride in Italy. 


INDICTMENT NEXT MONTH. 


Will Be Allowed Counsel Only After 
True Bill Is Found. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ROME, Sept. 6 —According to Italian crim- 
inal procedure an accused person is ex- 
amined by an investigating judge immedi- 
ately after arrest. This judge conducts a 
so-called preliminary inquiry, which is se- 
cret, and when it is concluded the accused 
person is cited for trial. 

There is no fixed time within which the 
accused person must be cited for trial and 
often the preliminary inquiry lasts several 
years. 

In the case of Porter Chariton, the young 
American who is te be tried for the murdcr 
of his wife at Como, the preliminary inguiry 
haa been in abeyance for three years and has 
now been just resumed at Como. 


Must Prove His Innocence. 

This inquiry is based on the so-called in- 
quisitorial system—that is, the law presumes 
the prisoner to be guilty and he must there- 
fore prove hia innocence. 

The object of the inquiry is to force the 
prisoner to confess his guilt and divulge 
the names of his accomplices if he had any. 
Hence he is not warned not to incriminate 
himself, but is put through the “third de- 
gree” in order to make him confess. A 
prisoner is not allowed the assistance of 
counsel and if he pleads guilty the judge 
must ascertain whether or not this plea is 
@ genuine one or is made with the motive 
of shielding his accomplices. 

Refuses to Name Accomplice. 

Chariton has been examined twice a day 
since his arrival at Como by Investigating 
Judge Rognoni in the presence of the king’s 
procurator, an official equivalent to a district 
attorney in the United States. The district 
attorney is Cavaliere Meilini, who will be the 
prosecutor at the forthcoming trial. A local 
accountant named Vitali, who was for some 
time in New York, has been sworn in to act 


as interpreter.

LONDON, Sept. 6.—America has rarely had 
& more interesting visitor than Viscount 
Haldane. the present lord chancellor of Great 
Britain, who has just been sojourning briefly 
Over there. He has attained, after many 
years, the position for which, somehow or 
Other, nature seemed to have specially fitted 
him. 

It used to be said of a predecessor of his 
in the same splendid office that nobody could 
ever have been as wise as he looked. Simi- 
larly, no man could look so like a lord chan- 
cellor as the present one. The clean shaven 
face, the large nose, the heavy brow, the 
impassive face are all just the kind of fea- 
tures and appearance you would expect from 
@ man holding the lord chancellorship. 


Typical Lawyer’s Complexion. 
It should be added that, while there have 
been and are great lawyers who are ruddy 
in complexion, the typical color of the law- 
yer in England is a certain muddy pallor, 
the result of long hours in stuffy courts and 
of brief and disturbed sleep. 
Sir Rufus Isaacs, though he gets up at4or5 
in the morning, looks ruddy, except when he 
is worried, and his brilliant black eyes have 
retained their luster. But he also has a face 
that is sometimes painfully lined, and now 
and then he looks tired to death. 
However, Lord Haldane has the muddy 
pallor of the typical Englith lawyer, and it 
has come from the causes I have mentioned. 
It made one almost dizzy sometimes to hear 
of the amount of work he could manage to 
get into a single day. 
He first had to speak for hours in one of 
the courts, for he had a big practice at the 
chancery bar; then he would sit in consulta- 
tion in chambers for some hours. Then he 
would appear in the house of commons and 
make a speech; and it was likely that you 
would meet him afterwards at midnight in 
some big social gathering. 


On Important Committees. 

Even this did not exhaust the amount of his 
work. He was always a member of some 
important committee making investigations 
on some subject of national interest. 

For years he sat on the committee which 
dealt with the question of explosives. This 
is one of the many subjects on which he is 
an expert. He knows explosives ‘so well that 
he could dare to handle them with an ease 
and freedom which made other people gasp. 
Once, for instance, in the house of com- 
mons, when he was making a spech on the 
subject, he took calmly out of his waistcoat 
pocket a plece of dynamite, and with a beam- 
ing smile told the members that he could 
blow them all up by throwing this little par- 
ticle on the floor. Naturally he didn't do so, 
but he did manage to give everybody a start 


Of Scientific Mind. : 
He has a mind that Is essentially scientific, 
and he stands out from nearly all his con- 
temporaries by this mastery of scientific and 
also of philosophic problems. 

For such a mastery of great principles he 
has both the training, the opportunity, and 
the temperament. 

Every Scotchman is more or less of a 
metaphysician; even.Macbeth philosophizes 
both before and after he has committed a 
murder. Arthur Balfour. another great 
Scotchman, can philosophize so well that for 
seven long years he kept the whole world, 
and especially his vwn followers, from know- 
ing whether he was a free trader or a pro- 
tectionist. 

Lord Haldane is a Balfour, except that he 
is a Liberal instead of a Tory. They have 
always been great friends; they have always 
been glad to be in each other's society, and 
they are also much alfke in the fact that in 
real and intimate opinion they stand alone 
and detached even from thtir political 
friends. 

“I should like,” Mr. Balfour once said to 
Lord Haldane, “to be the leader of a party 
of which you were the only member.” 


Family Well Off. 

This inherent tendency to metaphysics and 
science which is in every Scotchman was de- 
veloped in Lord Haldane by a varied train- 
ing. He comes from a family, which, though 
not rich, was comfortably well off: and thus 
he was able, after he had completed his course 
at a Scotch university, to cross to Germany 
and finish his studies there. 

He went to the same university that had 
sheitered Prince yon Bismarck half a cen- 
tury or so before—Bismarck. the wild, young, 
beer drinking, dueling student. The univer- 
sity that is of Gottingen. 

This visit to Germany had important con- 
sequences on Lord Haldane's whole career. 
He is one of the few, active politicians who 
speaks German almost as well as English, 
and thus has kept in touch with everything 
German al! his life. He is one of the trans- 
lators of Schopenhauer; he lectures before 
metaphysical societies; and, what has been 
of more &ttive advantage, he has spoken with 
German diplomats and German soldiers, and, 
in this way. has now and then helped to 
smooth the rough spots in the latent alterca- 
tion which has been going on for years be- 
tween Germany and England. 


Had Bitter Disappointment. 

Lord Haldane had a bitter disappointment 
when he was not offered the lord chancellor- 
ship after the great Liberal victory of 1906: 
but he could not have expected any such 
reward at the hands of Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannerman. He had been one of the severe 
critics of poor Sir Henry; hed held persis- 
tently to the side of Lord Rosebery: had 
also separated himself from the bulk of the 
Liberal party during the war with the Trans- 
vaal, and, therefore, could not be expected 
to be the proper mouthpiece in the house 
of lords of the Campbell-Bannerman policy. 

Lord Loreburn, on the other hand, had 
taken what was called the pro-Boer side 
during the South African war; was an 
avowed radical; almost hated the Liberal 
imperialist group to which Lord Haldane 
belonged; in short, could well be the faithful 
reflection in one chamber of the policy of 
Sir Henry in the other. 

Lord Haldane was offered the war secre- 


taryship. For some days he hesitated to 


take the office, and was perhaps as sur- 
prised as anybody else that it should be 
offered to him, a pale faced chancery barris- 
ter who had spent all his days in law courts

Now Time for United States to 


Declare What It Intends to 
Do on Big Question. 


SELF-DEFENSE ITS MOTIVE 


Shift to Eliminate Objections Would 
Allay Fears of Some South 
American Nations. 


VICIOUS GOVERNMENTS MUST GO 


BY OBSERVER. 

The downfall of Napoleon at Waterloo was 
the beginning of the suppression of all tend- 
endy toward democracy in Europe. The suc- 
ceeding period was one of complete triumph 
for the reactionary autocratic element. 

Russia, Prussia,’ Austria, and England re- 
established the reactionary king of France 
on the throne of that country and took steps 
to insure his remaining there. Austria vig- 
orously suppressed all liberalism in its own 
territories and the states of the German con- 
federation. Prussia was ruled with a rod of 
iror. a * 

Having suppressed their own subjects toe 
their complete satisfaction, Russia, Prussia 
and Austria turned their attention to the 
rooting out of liberalism throughowt Europe, 
on the principle that it could never be kept 
from crossing their own borders if it was al- 
lowed to grow in neighboring countries, 


French Government Helps. 

This led to the suppression by them of the 
liberal element in Italy and Spain. The re- 
actionary government of France, being 
anxious to show its sympathy with this alli- 
ance, Was allowed to do the work in Spain. 

As a result, the disgraceful spectacie was 
witnessed of Frenchmen who had shed so 
much o8 thelr blood in the cause of liberty 
shedding it to suppress liberty in Spain. 

Europe being reduced to a state of quiet, 
the alliance turned its attention to the 
restoration to Spain of its but recently suc- 
cessfully revolted Latin American colonies. 

This caused {immediate opposition in Eng- 
land. All during the colonial period Spain 
hac maintained a mecnopoly of trade with 
ite colonies. All during this period the Eng- 
lish’ had defied this monopely, sometimes 
by smuggling and privateering, other times 
by open war. 

Since the independence of the colonies the 
English trade had grown enormously. Nat- 
urally, England had no intention of seeing 
this trace destroyed by a resumption of 
Spanish rule. 


Warning of Washington. 

Washington, in his farewell address. had 
spoken of the necessity for our self-defense 
of preventing foreign aggression in America. 
This idea crystallized amongst our people 
and siatesmen in the idea of America for the 
Americans. 

When the proposal to restore to Spain its 
colonies was heard of, it was bitterly op- 
posed because of two reasons. The first and 
greater of these was because it imperiled our 
safety. The second and lesser was because 
the sympathy of the American people was 
naturally with the Spanish colonists in their 
struggle for independence and desire to es- 
tablish democratic governments. 

This had resulted in our government in- 
forming the Spanish one that any interven- 
tion in America or the transfer of any Span- 
ish possession to another power would meet 
with our opposition. 


Proposal of Britain. 

Six months after this, Mr. Canning, the 
British foreign minister, approached our gov- 
ernment with a proposal that the two gov- 
ernments should unite in a joint declaration 
against the proposed intervention. This we 
were willing to do, provided Britain. would 
recognize the new Latin American republics. 

However, it would not do this, as its gov- 
ernment at that time was interested only in 
the preservation of British trade, and was 
inimical to republican institutions, 

It was therefore determined that the 
United States would issue an independent 
declaration This was done in President 
Monroe's annual message to congress in De- 
cember, 1823. 

By doing this, the idea of protection to 
ourselves and our institutions from foreign 
aggression, which had been one of our guld- 
ing principles since our independence, was 
reduced the first time to a definite written 
statement. 


Two Points Covered. 

As stated by Mr. Monroe there were two 
parts to it. Referring to Russia's aggres- 
sicn on the Pacific coast of North America, 
he declared that the American continents 
were not to be considered as subject to fu- 
ture colonization by Elropean powers. 

hKeferring to the proposat of the European 
alliarce to restore the Spanish colonies, he 
stated that the European system could not 
be extended to this hemisphere. 

Ir. each case he brought out the point that 
the reason for this was self-defense or the 
neceseary protection of our interests and the 
principles on which our government f 
founded. 

This is the underlying principle of the so- 
called Monroe Doctrine and is the principle 
by which to judge the various occastens on 
which we have made use of it or may need 
it in the future. 


Objection of Britain. 

tntil recently the chief opponent of the 
Monroe doctrine has been Britain. It ob- 
jected most to the part forbidding European 
colonization. 

Prior to the civil war we were weak in our 
‘contest with Britain. This weakness led to 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which is really 
respovsible for the present day dispute com 
cerning 
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Panama. 
Tue acquisition of California caused « 
versa' desire to spring up in the 


A States tor transisthmian canal, Not haw 
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ing sufficient capital ourselves, we hoped to 
ge, it from England. | 

The British had been yery active in Cen- 
tral America and we justly feared the ab- 
sorption by them of this territory.* The ob- 
Jects of the Clayton-Bulwer treaty as far 
as the United States was concerned were 
two—the construction of a transisthmien 
canal and the stoppage of English aggrés- 
sior i> this region. 

However, the canal .was ,not built. The 
British so often Violated the provision” of 
this treaty with respect to their activities in 
Central America that as a cénsequence Mr. 
Frelinghuysen when secretary of state con- 
sidered it voicable at the pleasure of the 
United States. 


Venezuelan Boundary Dispute. 
The culmination of British opposition came 
with the Venezuelan-British Guiana boun- 
dary dispute during Mr. Cleveland's presi- 
depcy + ind 


Great Britain's contertion was, that. the 
Monroe Doctrine not having been acknowl- 
eagea by other powers, The United States 
ha. ro concern in a dispute between Vene- 
zuela and Great Britain. ' 

Though this dispete for a time threatened 
to cause war, it was settled by Great Britain 
yielding to the demands of the United States. 

This action. on Great Britain's part was 
important because by it it virtually recog- 
niged the Monroe Doctrine and established 
a precedent which the United States can 
alwayve quote. 


Concentration of Forces. 

Receutly Britain has béén Primarily inter- 
ested in protecting itself from possible Ger- 
man attack. This has demanded a concen- 
tration of British forces in its home’ terri- 
tory and waters. 

The Monroe Doctrine, by forbidding for- 
eign aggression in the American hemisphere, 
relieves Britain of the necessity of using part 
of its land and sea forces'for the protection 
ef its American dependencies. 

For this reason, and this alone, it is for the 
time being welcomed. Should England ~e 
freed from the German menace we may ©X- 
pect it to oppose again the Monroe Doctrine. 

The British: merchants and capitalists in 
Latin America are no friends of this doc- 
trif@ and lose no opportunity to.urge the Lat- 
in Americans to oppose it on the ground chat 
it is being used by us as a megns of hiding 
our true inptentiop of exploiting and absorb- 
ing them. 

Should Britain be able to better its Eu- 
ropean position by joining in a denunciation 
and overthrow of this doctrine it will not heasi- 
tate to do so. 


Experience of France. 

France at var.ous times has come in con- 
tact with the doctrine. In 1825 there was 
danger that Spain would give Cuba to France 
or England. We notified the governments 
conter.ed that we would not consent to it. 

During our civil war England, Spain, and 
France intervened in Mexico, then in @ state 
of great disorder, which encangered the lives 
and property of foreigners. 
Spg@in withdrew, bu: France remained until 
we virtually informed it.that if it did not, 
we would use torce to expel its forces. 

In 1880 De Lesseps, a French engineer using 
French cap.ici, s.a:icd to build a canalacross 
Panama. Piompt inquiry on our part led to 
a Genial by the French government of this 
company being supported or influenced by it 
im any way. 

France has nofhing to gain by supporting 
the Monroe Doctrine. Remembrance of past 
humiliations due to it would only serve. to 
hasten acccptamc by France of a movement 
to overthrow iu, particularly if the French- 
Kuropean s.tu_iion would thereby be bet- 
tered. 


Spain Chief Sufferer. 

From the besinning Spa-.n' has Ceen the 
chief sufferer from this doctrine. It pre- 
ventec the rega.n.ng of its cciontes.

Need. Capital and Labor. 

All the Latin American countries need cap- 
ital and labor. Europe can and will fur- 
nish both, because it needs outlets for its cap- 
ital and its labor. 

This contact is bound to bring up ques- 
tions, particularly as many of the Latin 
American countries are so corrupt that first 
they misuse the capital so obtained and then 
refuse to meet their just obligations. 

In all other parts of the world the ineffi- 
cient and vicious governments are going 
under in the face of the necessity for the 
great powers to find room for their capital 
and people. 

The countries which come under this cate- 
gory in Latin America owe their existence 
solely to the protection afforded them by 
the Monroe Doctrine. 

As they show no signs of bettering mat- 
ters th Ives, it is inevitable that either 
we must put an end to their wrongdoing or 
some day a united Europe, losing its pa- 
tience, will do so. That would meen the 
end of the Monroe Doctrine. 


Rise of Japan. 

With the rise of Japan to the position of a 
first class power, an element was injected 
into American affairs which cannotsbe ig- 
nored, 

No European nation is more in need of land 
for its surplus people than is Japan. Like the 
white races, the Japanese do not want trop!- 
cal country to live and work in, but tem- 
perate or semi-tropica). 

The amount of undeveloped, rich but scant- 
lly populated land in the American hemi- 
sphere has attracted their attention. 

No more than Germany coes Japan wish its 
emigrants to become aliens. Furthermore, 
because of the greater numbers of its nearest 
rivals, Russia, China. ard the United States. 
it cannot afford to lose any of its people. 

Neither do they wish to become aliens. 
They Wish to emigrate to Japanese territory, 
and the Japanese government wishes to send. 
them to Japanese territory. 

liard working, thickly populated Asia with 
its low standard of living has failed to give 
them the desired outlet. All the wished for 
conaittons exiet along the Pacific coast of 
the Americas. 

The only obstacle is the Monroe Doctrine, 
which forbids the alienation of American 
territory.. For certainly if an imperial 
Britain or Germany, peopled by our race is 
a danger in this hemisphere te us ard our in- 
stituijons..a practically autocratic Japan, 
peopied by an esrentially different race, is 
equally dangerous, or more so. 
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| Time Changes Eentiment. 

When the Monroe Doctrine was first enun- 
ciated it was received with the greatest en- 
thusfasm by the Latin American peoples. 
Time has tended to change this enthusiasm 
in mose cases to dislike or fear. 

There are various reasons for this. 
first place, they have never given the United 
States the credit ft deserves for having 
helped to keep the European powers from 
reconquering them, and have therefore never 
fully appreciated the danger they ran. 

Their sympathies leaning decidedly toward 
Latin Europe, they are by nature inclined 
to aympathize more with Europe than with 
the Wn.ted States, which to their minds rep- 
res¢nts the most material development of 
the|northern European races, whose materi- 
alism they as Latins dislike. 


| Expansion Not New. 

They see what we often do not see our- 
selves, that expansion is not a new thing 
in opr historr, but has existed from the be- 
ginning: tha,, due to this and the inabil:ty 
of the Latin American to develop as vigor- 
ous and as aggressive a civilization as our 
own, they can offer no effectual barrier to 
our inevitable advance. 

This makes them lend a ready ear to Brit- 


ish and German denunciation of the Monroe ; 


Doctrine as a mantle to cover our ex. un- 
sion. 

Countries with vicious governments, such 
as Guatemala, Handuras, Nicaragua, and Co- 
lombia,; dislike the Monroe Doctrine for the 
same reason that the criminal dislikes the 
law which forever reminds him of and final- 
ly brings him toa long merited day of judg- 
ment. | 

So far it has operated to save them f.om 
just punishment by European powers. 


Punishment Will Bs Inevitable. 
They -realize. however, that once the true 
conditions are understood in the Un'ted 


-} States, their punishment will be inevitable. 


Until this time, by protecting them, we 


are doing the exact opposite of what the 
‘public has always conceived to be one of the 


main objects of the Monroe Doctrine—the 
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In the’ 


, Protection of free government in this hemi- 


sphere, 

The people of these countries could not 
have suffered more under the worst autoc 
racies of Burppe than they have under the 
so-called democratic but in reality auto 
cratic governments which have existed since 
they gained their independence from Spain. 

The larger countries, such as Chile, Argen- 
tina, and Brazil, dislike the Monroe Doc- 
trine because, feeling quite able to take 
care of themselves; they resent anything 
savoring of tutelage or patronage. 

AS @ consequence it may be confidently 
| Stated that we can expect no help from any 
of them in the ntenance of this doctrine, 
uhless the danger to themselves is 80 im- 
minent and great that there can be no doubt 
about it. 


Benefit to United States. 

The question naturally arises: What has 
this doctrine done for the United States? 
What have we gained by refusing to permit 
Spain to give Cuba to England or France, by 
forcing the French out of Mexico, by pre- 
venting British aggression in Venezuela, by 
refusing to permit Kuropean control of isth- 
mian canal routes, and by objecting to 
Japanese-Mexican alliances” 

By denying to the powers which possess 


tunity to obtain it and by denying to those 
who have it the opportunity to increase their 
holdings, we prevent the possibility of our 
being drawn into any European quarrel be- 
cause of the 
colonies in our neighborhood, as they did 
continuously during our colonial period. 


Moroccan Imbroglio Example. 

In other words, by keeping European quar- 
rels cut of our neighborhood we avoid all 
chance of being mixed in any trouble similar 
t. the recent Moroccan imbroglio, which so 
nearly involved all Europe in war. 

By preventing acquisition of territory we 
prevent possible enemies {rom firmly estab- 
lishing themselves in times of peace within 
striking distance of eur territory. 

The Panama canal is virtually a part of 
cur ccast line, as without it our Pacific and 
Atlantic coasts are still separated by the 
American continent. 

By ‘preventing foreign control of it we 
make impossible the separation of two in- 
tegral parts of our country. : 


Effects of Monroe Doctrine. 
In summing up it is found that the Monroe 
Doctrine has produced the following results: 
1. Opposition on the part of Huropean and 
Asiatic powers because hindering the ad- 
vancement of their interests. 
~. Resentment of our tutelage, with some 
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fear of our ultimately wighing to absorb 
them, on the part of the larger South Ameri- 
can states. | 

8. Dislike and fear of us on the part of the 
viciously governed Latin American states. 

4. Protection of vicious governments, 
which, while preventing European or Asiatic 
powers from establishing themselves in our 
reighborhood, has kept alive a constant 
source of international complications. 

5. Protection of the United States and its 
institutions from foreign aggression and 
preservation of our detached position with 
respect to European quarreis. 


What to DoP 

Desirous of living ai peace with the world, 
what shall our attitude be? Shall we keep 
the Monroe Doctrine as it is, with the ob- 
vicus objections which exist? 

Shall we abandon it and as a consequence 
abandon the greater part of our self-defense, 
accepting the inevitable international com- 
plications which wif ensue with all their 
rr esibilitier of trouble? 

Shall wé modify it so as to prevent the 
rectrrence of the opjectionable results, 
while keeping the part having to do with 
our self-defense? 

The original motive of the doctrine was 
self-defenge. If our institutions and ideas 
are what they profess io Te it is nut selfish- 
rees but our duty to mankind to preserve 
them by protecting them. 

Obviously, then, that part of the Monroe 
Doctrine which provides for this defense 
must be retained. This means that no power 
must be permitted to acquire territory in this 
hemisphere which is nearer to us or the 
Panama canal, an integral part of our terri- 
tory, than is the home territory of that 
powell, 
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Would Dispel Fears. 
This at ance removes the southern part of 
South America from the sphere of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, as far as Europe is concerned, 


Japan might attempt on the Pacific coast of 
South America. 

A frank acknowledgment of such removal 
would dispel the fears of us which obtain at 
present In the countries cqncerned. 

This would serve to accentuate their fear 
of European aggression and would tend to 
make them seek our friendship instead of 
leaving them in their present position of 
wondering whether they should seek Eu- 
ropein aid against us or our aid against 
Europe, with their inclinations on the whole 
leading them to the former course. 


Cuba and Porto Rico, 
The danger of international complicat'ons 
due to the inability of the viciously governed 


countries to maintain orcer and meet their 


CHASASTEVENS 


just. obligations can only be eliminated by 
compelling them to establish and maintain 
proper governments, as we have done in the 
case of Cuba. — 

If they fail, then there is no other course 
open than annexation, as in the case of 
Porto Rico. #5. 

This, besides being a course which we wish 
to avoid, would create for the time being an 
outcry against us. Corid‘tions as they are at 
present create the same outcry, force us to 
unwelcomed interventions, and place us con- 
tinually on the edge or in the middle of inter- 
national complications. 


Increase Our Difficulties, 

Our attempts to be fair with dishonest and 
grasping politicians of the Colombian and 
Central American type, far from settling any 
of our difficulties, have only increased them 
by engendering in these people a contempt 
for us. 

The time has arrived fora clear understand- 
ing of conditions as they really are and a firm 
and fearlees performance of our duty, re- 
gardiess of the criticism it will produce. 

As to Eyropean and Asiatic oppoeition to 
the Monroe Doctrine, it is no different from 
the opposition which will meet any attempt 
we may make to protect ourselves from ag- 
gressive action on the part of powers which 
is detrimental to ourselves and our institu- 


tions.

WIN VOTE VICTORY 


Paris City Council Confirms 
Order Granting Them 
Municipal Suffrage. 


CONVERT WAR MINISTER. 


Leaders Now Hope for Service in 
Sanitary and Commissary 
Departments. _ 


PARLS, Sept. 6.—In spite of the part played 
ty women in the terrors of the revolution 
and the commune, there are practically no 
militant suffragets in France. The victories 
gained, therefore, by feminism this week are 
all the more suggestive. 

In the first place, the municipal council 
of Paris has confirmed by a huge majority 
its resolution passed in June according 
women the vote in municipa] elections. In 
the second, the minister of war has declared 
himself in favor of enrolling women under the 
three )ears’ service act in the auxiliary serv- 
ices, such as the sanitary and commissary 
departments. 


Petition War Minister. 
As to women for the army, Pau! Vibert’s 
petition, signed by 900 women, which is said 
tv have converted the minister of war, reads 
as follows: 

‘* The undersigned French women have the 
honor of submitting to you their patriotic de- 
Sire, as follows: 

‘* When the three years” service law comes 
into effect our active army will still be smaller 
than that of our eventual enemy. The short- 
coming might be made up by utilizing all 
the soldiers employed in fhe auxiliary serv- 
ices, the sanitary, and commissary depart- 


ments. 
Seek Army Service. 

“We, on the other hand, would be willing 
to undertake the duties of the auxiliary serv- 
French women have in the, past made 
illustrious our histery, and we do not wish to 
do less than they. Many of us have enrolled 
in the Red Cross services, but this is not 
sufficient, as we can perform other tasks as 
well—and besides, not all of us have the time 
to be trained for that service. 

“Our fondest hope is to be able to offer 
te France our youth, and to share the honor 
of defending our country with our brothers. 
We, the daughters of France, beg you to have 
a law passed to that effect, permitting us to 
enter the military service, and to cotiperate 
in the defenge of our country.”

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Farce Writer Peevish, 
Flouts His Critics.

BW YORK.—([Special Correspondence.J]—The most inter 
esting incident of the new theatrical season 0 date has 
been Philip Bartholomae’s determined attempt to prove 
the local experts wrong in their estimate of his newest 


farce, “ Kiss Me Quick.” 
Mr. Bartholomae is a young man with money. Three or four 


seasons ago he wrote a farce called “Over Night.” The local 


reviews were generally unfavorable, yet the farce lived to achieve 
a run on Broadway and a record tour of the road. A year later 
Mr. Bartholomae came forward with a second farce, “ Little Miss 
Brown.” This also was, as Mr. Hammond will have it, “ praised 
with faint damns.” Yet it stayed here two or three months and 
returned a profit from its tour. 

This last season Mr. Bartholomae contributed “ When Dreams 
Come True” to the eternal joys of Chicago and “‘ Kiss Me Quick” 
to the fluctuating pleasures of Boston. Chicago, we are assured, 
accepted the “Dreams” and Boston took Findly to the hurried 
“ Kiss.” Yet New York voted the one rather too sweetly juve 
nilish and the other the most arrant piffle. 

In the case of “ When Dreams Come True” Mr. Bartholomae 
was content to accept the verdict and such business as went with 
it, but the reception of “ Kiss Me Quick” angered him. What 
right had New York, or at least the critics of New York, to flout 
that which Boston had approved?! Por certain it was that either 
the Boston reviewers suffered from an exaggerated form of 
dementia criticus or the New York reviewers were “ sour.” 

Personally he was convinced that “ Kiss Me Quick” was a 
good farce. Therefore he immediately inserted large advertise- 
ments in the newspapers and plastered the billboards of the city 
with offers to return the money of any auditor who saw “ Kiss 
Me Quick” and failed to enjoy it. “ Your money back instanter 
if you don’t laugh!” became his campaign slogan. And the second 
night following the announcement he proudly declared that the 
receipts had “jumped $138.” 

No further report has been made either of the amount of money 
returned or the continued success of the farce, which is a youth- 
fully innocuous affair concernins the adventures of an eccentric 
spinster novelist who insists on living all the scenes she puts ia 
her books. Her New England farm is invaded by a company of 
moving picture actors, and her experiences with them are farci- 
cally amatory and adventuresome. If they cre funny we fear we 
are threatened with paresis, which is a disquieting thought in 
view of present activit:es in Canada acd at sfatteawan, but that 
they may be funny to others, including the gentleman who con- 
ceived them, we trust we are sufficiently tolerant to admit.

ENRY BLOSSOM, who @o valiantly 

suppressed himself in writing “A 

Trip to Washington "’ in order that he 

might do reverence to the memory of 

the author of ‘' A Texas ,’ thus 

sums up the quandary in which he found 

himself after accepting the commission from 
the La Salle Opera house Management: 

“I wanted to take back my signature and 
give back the copy of ‘A Texas Steer.” it 
was not that I hed contracted to pay out ot 
my royalties. a stiff weekly bonus for the use 
of the original play. That was only fair. 14 
had never seen the original play, but had 
heard it talked about until 1 found mygeir 
iclassing it with the ‘Oedipus Rex’ and 
‘Othello.’ I asked myself Oscar Wilde's fa- 
mous question, but with a different mental 
attitude from that of Wilde. He, being asked 
to make certain changes in the manuscript 
of ‘Lady Windermere’s Fan,’ said to the 
manager: ‘Who am I that I should tamper 
with a masterpiece? ' 

“ again, I thought, if I am to pay a bonus 
for the use of Hoyt's original, why not use 
what I am paying for? If it be my business 
to write something quite new and at all dif- 
ferent, why pay? 

‘* But the thought that tortured me most 
in those moments of self-communing was 
this: If I make a success of the libretto it 
will be said that Hoyt's play always was a

NEW element has entered into the life 
of Joseph Knowles, the “ man of the 
woods ""—an element of which he is 
still unconscious. The clevereat 
guide, the most skillful huntress, and 
most graceful huntress, and most graceful 
rider of the Maine woods has become vitally 
interested in the experiment of Know'es 


an@ has insisted on taking her father's place 


@s mail carrier. In this way she feels she is 
doing something toward helping Knowles 
along on his tremendous project of living two 
months in the heart of the Maine wilderness 
with only such food, implements, and shel- 
ter as he himself can furnish. 

Last Sunday's TRIBUNE gave the early in- 
staliments of his diary, which he wrote from 
day to day on birchbark with the charcoa! 
bits from hig camp fire. His drawings, too. 
were forwarded with his notes, and it is 
these packages of precious manuscript 
which Bana Douglass, the crack shot of the 
Dead river region, is carrying from the 
Knowles caché to Eustis, Me., eighteen miles 
over one of the roughest trails in the Maine 
wilderness. 

She is riding for her father, Gus Doug- 


lass, who is the regular mail carrier, but nct ~ 
‘ once in the hundreds of trips which she nas 


taken has she failed to arrive on time with 
the mall pouch. Whatever adventure or ac- 
cident has befallen her an the rocky trail 
she has come through on time.

wick, the elk in Montana, and the mountain 
lion in Wyoming. —

Knowles’ last report told of the trapping 
end killing of a bear, but the hardest part 
of that adventure was still to come. He says: 

“I have had to face this week one of the 
most trying days of my experience in primi- 
tive life. That was the day I skinned the 
bear which I captured in my pitfall. I 
doubt whether a person not acquainted with 
this process can understend what it meant 
to remove the hide without the aid of a knife 
or realize the toughness of. the hide of the 
bear. 

* On Sunday morning I was at the bear pit 
with a half dozen sharp edged stones to be 
used as skinning Knives. I walked arourid 
the pit several times, sizing up the chances 
of getting. him out before skinning him. I 
finally broke down a place in the side.of the 
pit, and after considerable effort dragged 
the bear up the steep incline to the ground 
above. 

“ Every ‘trapper knows how hard It Is to 
skin a bear, even with a sharp knife. HereI 
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was equipped only with sharp edged stones 
trying to break the skin. Even the thin 
skin on the inside of the animal's legs and 
along the belly resisted my efforts for a time. 
But at last, after a long and trying effort, 
I had a jagged slit down one hind leg. 

“Frequentiy 1 sat down and sharpened 
my stone knife by rubbing the edge against 
another stone. I tried to think of some 
easier way to get the skin off the bear. But 
there seemed to be no other way, so I went 
at it again, sawing away with my stone im- 
plement, forcing it by main strength to part 
the tough hide. 

“It was no use to try to hurry this job, so 
I settled down to my tedious task. If I was 
making progress on the bear's hide I certain- 
ly was losing some of my own on the sharp 
edges of the stone. Often I was obliged to 
rest, but I stuck to the job till I had the pelt 
completely off. The skinning was crudely 
done, and I had more fat and meat than hide. 

“My hands were sore and my arms were 
too tired to do more cutting or rasping with 
a stone that day, so I called it off and hung 
the carcass up till the following day. Tak- 
ing my bear skin with me, I then went toa 
small beaver pond near by and plunged into 
its cooling water.” 

~~ 

Mr. Knowles then stripped a piece of bark 
from the tree and made the-accompanying 
sketch. His diary continues: 

‘‘ For three days I have worked on the hide 
and carcass of the bear. I cut and stripped 
@ quantity of the meat, which I tore inetrips 
with the grain and hung in my smoke hole. 
Some’ of it I roasted fresh. This I ate be- 
cause I needed it, not because I liked the 
taste of it. While this is not the first bear I 
ever trapped, it is the first time I ever ate the 
meat. 

“YT dia not forget the sinews when I was 
mutilating the bear meat. I have hung them 
to dry for a later time, Aside from the com- 
fort at’ night afforded by the bear skin, and 
the abundance of meat which the bear sup- 
plied, I have secured in its sinews a lasting 
cord for my fire kindler, which has given me 
much trouble for lack of something more 
durable than roots or lining bark of trees.

Far worse than the bodily discomforts, the 
scratches, bruises, and stings and the many 
dangers and trials that are menacing his 
safety and are fighting him silently in the 
forest, the greatest trial of this man of the 
woods is to withstand his natural longing 
to be with his friends, to hear human voices, 
and to see the signs of intelligence in the 
faces of his fellow men.

AREFUL attention not only to the 

care and operation, but to other de- 

tails of a car will generally be repatd 

by added comfort while the vehicle 

is in use and will also save many a 

Gollar in the matter of repair bills or ex- 

pense of upkeep. It so happens that doctors 

are perhaps the closest students of any class 

of motorists—possibly because they are nat- 

urally great readers, but more likely because 

the operation of a car with a physician isa 
genuine business proposition. 

The successful running of a car means 

much to a busy doctor making numerous 

calls daily and having so little spare time 


that he is required to make visits and office / 


hours on a close schedule. Besides, the mat- 
ter of cost must be taken into consideration, 
for the automobile ts a part of a doctor's out- 
fit. This also applies to solicitors and others 
who now. use the cars for getting about in- 
stead of street cars. 

Not all garages and repair shops are 
equipped to take proper care of a car when 
ft needs care; and, besides, there is a ten- 
dency to make pretty stiff charges for the 
work. The repair place that can and will 
guarantee to keep a car in perfect running 
order at all times is the one that must event- 
ually have the cream of work; although such 
a .shop requires capital and equipment to 
handle a number of cars daily. 

One or two such places have been started 
in Chicago, but because of the lack of a care- 
ful working out of the problem of cost, num- 
ber of cars necessary to carry overhead ex- 
pense, etc., they were given up. 

A Wisconsin doctor who takes al! care of 
his own car keeps a little indexed book 
wherein he notes everything that might be of 
interest at some time when he meets with 
difficulty; besides, he reads everything he 
ean find pertaining to the automobile and 
then pastes the important parts in his little 
trouble book. The plan is a good one for 
anybody whe has interest in his car or who 
ig compelled to take care of it himself.

Just as certaim foods are good for the 
human being to keep the system !n good 
working condition, so is kerosene a tonic for 
the motor; the only trouble is that it {s not 
used enough by most people. The use of 
kerosene in the cylinders once a week will 
improve the motor and make !t sweet run- 
ning to an extent hard to realize until it has 
been tried. 

As a matter of fact, it should be used twice 
@ week on cars that are run almost contin- 
ually In the city and where speed regulations 
prevent the motorist from opening up enough 

ep thecarbon burned out. The kerosene 
tends, to soften thé carbon deposits around 
the valves and in the cylinder head, besides 
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washing the cylinder walls and creeping im 
under the rings and thus cutting any sticky 
oil that has accumulated. 

It fs best to give the kerosene treatment 
at night, so the car can stand several hours, 
else it will not do its work. At leasta half 
cupful of kerosene should be poured into 
each cylinder through thepriming cups. The 
motor should be turned over by hand several 
times to throw the kerosene all over the in- 
side of the cylinder. Then a little more oll 
should be poured in and permitted to stand 
all night. 

If this amount of ofl ts used, the crankcase 
should be drained and new lubricating oll 
put in, for the large amount of kerosene 
might cause an explosion, and at best would 
cut the lubricating oil too much. Naturally 
the motor will smoke badly for a few mo- 
ments.

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pets of push rods, but some of the cheaper 
ones are not so constructed, with the resul® 
that when the end of the valve stem or the 
push rod wears the gap so formed will permit 
a bad valve slap and, besides, it will not 
permit the valve to be opened and closed at 
the proper time. 

On such cars it is not a difficult task to fit 
a little cap of hard fiber, which will take 
away practically all the noise and, besides, 
prevent further wear on the parts mentioned. 
The fiber should be twice the diameter of 
the push rod and when a hole the size of the 
rod has been bored into the fiber the latter 
can. be slipped over the end of the rod. : 

Naturally the end of the push rod will have 
to be filed off a little to allow for the thick- 
ness of the fiber, which should measure 4n 
eighth of an inch between the two rods. Then 
the adjustment, which should in most cases 
be as close as the thickness of a heavy card, 
can be made by filing down the fiber a little. 
These fiber caps will have to be renewed 
occasionally, however.

In a trip through the north woods, where 
there were only trails through deep sand, a 
motorist found it necessary to carry long, 
narrow strips of heavy canvas to place under 
the wheels in the sand ruts so as to prevent 
the wheels sinking in the sand. This worked 
perfectly, the car being jacked up, the can- 
vas being placed under the wheels and ten 
stretched out in the ruts. 

After the first trial, which went well, the 
motorist was compelled to stop to pick up 
the canvas, only to find himself in the same 
predicament as before. Then he devised the 
scheme of attaching a rope to the end of the 
canvas and tying the other end to the rear 
spring. As he drove away the canvas fol- 
lowed and trailed along like a huge white 
snake until a suitable stopping place was 
found,

Attention should be given a gasoline tank 
at least a couple of times a year to see that 
it is free from water and sediment that 
collects, both of which cause trouble and fre- 
quently require a carburetor to be taken off 
while on the road. When a motor stops mo- 
mentarily, coughs a few times, then stops 
again, it may mean that the tank is empty 
or that water or sediment has prevented the 
flow. of fuel. 

Gasoline should always—no matter how 
clean it may appear—be strained through a 
chamois to catch water and dirt. Even this 
will not prevent the presence of water, for 
it will appear through condensation. Then 
sediment will accumulate in the tank and find 
its way into the gasoline line. 

A strainer should be interposed in the gaso- 
line line between the tank and the carburetor 
at the lowest part of the pipe. One such as 
illustrated will catch the water or dirt in the 
bottom part and the gauge screen will pre- 
vent it from reaching the carburetor, for 
water settles and can be drained through 
the ¢rain cock at the bottdm of the strainer,

g00d order—is due wholly from a too rich 
mixture or from using the ignition in a re- 
tarded position, But a mixture that is too 
light—that is, using too little gasoline—will 
also cause heating. Bither too much or not 
enough gasoline for the amount of air causes 
& slow burning charge, and as a result over- 
heating, cnusing the motor to keep on firing 
sometimes even after the switch has been 
placed on the “ off” mark. 
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In this connection it is well to know that 
& radiator should be filled while the motor is 
running, 80 as to avoid an air pocket, which 
will produce a steam pressure and prevent 
the water from circulating. When the water 
apparently boils over after the motor hes 
been running for a little while it may be 
taken to mean that the water is overheated, 
whereas it may mean nothing. If the ra- 
diator is filled to overflowing when the motor 
is cold the water will naturally expand as 
it Warms, and must find some outlet, either 


through the overfiow pipe or through the 
radiator cap.

Why is it the makers of radiators, and of 
cars, do not devise some neat scheme for the 
protection of radiators? This could be 
worked out in the form of a screen; similar 
to that used on racing cars, and could be 
made neat in appearance. Many of the vars 
seen on the street show signs of the radia- 
tors having been in some sort of collision, 
and while they may not leak it means a 
repair job sooner or later and at best is 
unsightly. Radiators on motor trucks are 
now generally protected by some form of 
bars of iron, which will serve on trucks, but 
which would spoil the appearance of a pleas- 
ure car,

Good mechanics do not always know how 
to use locknuts so that they will serve their 
purpose to the best advantage. An Englislhi- 
man devised a scheme which makes locking 
the nuts absolute.

Good lubricating oil is extremely essential 
in preventing undue wear to parts, in main- 
taining compression in the motor, in prevent- 
ing excessive carbon deposits, and in over- 
coming a tendency to heating. Out in the 
country a m@orist never knows what oil he 
is receiving, for one looks as good as another 
to the inexperienced. The maker of the 
motor should know by experience what make 
and grade of ail is best for that particular 
machine, and the buyer should foliow his 
advice in the matter. : 

In order to be sure that the right kind may 
be had on a tour it is a small matter to have 
an euxiliary tank located under the floor 
boards and attached securely to the frame. 
A emall tank that will carry four or five gal- 
lons will take up very little room and will 
cost very little, This will give the motorist 
the kind of oil he needs at all times and in- 
sures a supply, for it ie a dangerous propo- 
sition to run short of oil. ;

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state automobile law under which 

motor cars in Illinois are supposed to 

operate went into effect on July 1, 

1911. The law was passed by the state 

legislature in 1911 and has not been 
amended since. But the motorist in Chi- 
cago should remember that besides the state 
law he drives and equips his car under laws 
and ordinances manufactured by the city 
and the park boards. State laws, city ordi- 
nances, and rules of the park commissioners 
are divided into three classes, regulating, 
first, equipment; second, speed; third, use 
of the machine or rules of the road. 

Every motorist should know the gist of 
all the laws. It is estimated that more ar 
rests in Chicago come from ignorance of the 
fundamental regulations governing the use 
of automobiles than from any other cause, 

The motorists should remember that under 
the state law it is provided in the matter of 
equipment that it is necessary for each ve- 
hicle to have two white lighted lamps vis- 
ible 200 feet in the direction towards which 
the vehicle is proceeding and one lighted 
lamp showing a red light visible in the re- 
verse direction and illuminating the rear 
number so it may be seen a distance of 150 
feet, and that the rear light must be so con- 
structed it cannot be turned on from within 
the vehicle. These lights should be kept 
burning from sunset to one hour before sun- 
rise. 

~ 

In addition to these provisions the city of 
Chicago has passed several ordinances re- 
lating to lights which provide that the réar 
light shall be placed so that it may be ob- 
served from any angle if the point of vision 
is more than ten feet beyond the part of the 
vehicle furthest in the rear and that the 
lamp in the rear shall not be more than six 
inches in the rear of the number and not 
more than twelve inches from the side of 
the same, and the number plate must be 
kept free from dust and shall not be broken 
or disfigured in such a way as to prevent it 
being easily seen at all times. 

There is an ordinance now incorporated in 
the city statute boéks;which provides that 
reflectors on headlights shall be so adjusted 
that the top of the mirrors or reflectors shall 
not be more than four feet above the level 
of the bottom of the wheels and set at an 
angle so the direct days shall strike the 
ground at a distance not greater than 800 
feet from the lamps. 

Any other than white lights are not al- 
lowed in front of the car. Because the blind- 
ing headlight became such a nuisance an 
ordinance was passed providing that all 
lights with a parabolic lens should be pro- 
vided with a shade. This ordinance was 
ambiguous and it was found necessary to 
further control the use of a parabolic lens. 
Mayor Harrison, Chief of Police McWeeny, 
members of the civil service commission, 
Commissoner of Public Works McGann, and 
representatives of the Associated Roads or- 
ganization of Cook county have tried for 
two weeks to reach an agreement on fhe 
proper kind of a headlight, and it appears it 
will be another week before some definite 
understanding can be reached.

side the corporate limits of any city, town, or

village. It provides that the speed in turning |: 


a corner shall not be more than six miles an 
hour. The incorporated cities, towns, or 
villages are without authority to make any 
regulations of speed other than are specified 
by the state law. Park systems have gen- 
eral ordinances providing for a speed of ten 
miles an hour. 

There is an ordinance in the city prohibft- 
ing a speed exceeding five miles an hour 
within 200 feet of any schoolhouse between 
the hours of 8:30 and 9:15 a. m., 11:30 a. m. 
and 1:45 p. m., and 3 to 4:30 p. m., on days 
in which school is in session and within 250 
feet of any church during the time persons 
are entering or leaving the church.

The rules of the road in the state law 
provide for notice to persons on the road 
with animals so they may not be injured and 
that persons driving a motor vehicle must 
turn to the right of the road and when pass- 
ing an animal or vehicle going in the same 
direction must pass to the left, and if going 
slower than a vehicle approaching from the 
rear must turn to the right in order that the 
faster moving vehicle may pass to the left. 

An ordinance of the city of Chicago makes 
it unlawful to drive a vehicle within ten feet 
of a street car which has stopped to load 
or unload passengers. 

The rules of the road enforced by the city 
of Chicago have the same provisions as are 
in the state law mentioned above, and in ad- 
dition hereto provide that upon turning a 
corner a signal shall be given indicating 
which way the vehicle is about to turn and 
provides for thé turning of all corners at 
right angles; the vehicles should not be 
stopped in the street except next to curb 
and must not start to turn from curb until 
a signal of such intent is given, and must 
not stop with the left side of the vehicle at 
curb. They provide also that vehicles over- 
taking street cars shall not pass to the left 
of said street cars where there is a double 
track and run in the track intended for the 
use of street cars or vehicles moving in the 
opposite direction. 

The city ordinance provides that ft shall 
be unlawful for any person who is under 16, 
and any person who is under 18 years of age 
unless accompanied by a parent, guardian. 
or other adult person, or any one who is in- 
capacitated from freely using both feet and 
hands, to operate motor vehicles in the city. 
The ordi ce also provides that no motor 
vehoicies shall be allowed to stand within 
fifteen feet of a fire hydrant. 

Care should be used to observe the signals 
of the crossing policemen and to cross on 
the right side of signal light at the street and 
boulevard intersections. One blow of the 
whistle of the crossing policeman means that 
the traffic should move north and south; two 
blows of the whistle mean that traffic shall 
move east and west.

In order to give the farmer immediate news 
of detailed crop conditions in his own state 
as reported by the government, the depart- 
ment will begin about the middle of this 
month a test experiment in a number of 
states with a system of circulating this crop 
information by telegraph. 

Under the present system the detailed 
statement giving information by states has 
been furnished to the farmers of the dif- 
ferent localities in printed form and only 
by mail. As a result it took from seven to

‘ ten days for this information to reach by 


mail the farmers in distant states. 
The department wants to give the farmers 


the information while it is worth while, or | 


is still news, in gewspaper parlance. It will 
make the proposed test in six states—Illi- 
nois, Missouri, Minnesota, lowa, Kansas, and 
Texas. 

The plan is this: -The government crop 
mews for each of the states named will be 
telegraphed to a central point in that state. 
There the information will be quickly re- 
produced and mailed to all the newspapers in 
the state. In this way every paper, not 
merely the large dailies, but the county 
deat and small town papers, even in the most 
distant cities, should be in possession of 
this information within twelve to eighteen 
hours after it is issued. 

As far as possible the information will be 
gent out so as to reach the small weeklies 
in time for use in their Thursday and Friday 
éditions. 

This news service has been effected through 
@ codperative arrangement between the bu- 
reau of statistics and the weather bureau 
officials. Ih each state the weather bu- 
reau has a man provided with modern fa- 
cilities which will enable him to print and 
mail the telegraphed facts to every news- 
paper within a few hours. 

The printed matter thus circulated will 
give these newspapers a full list of the crops, 
the average condition of each crop for ten 
year periods in that particular state, the 
condition of the state crops for Sept. 9. In 
the adjoining column will be given the same 


Gata fdr the United States, so that the farm- 


ers who. read these notices can compare the 
crops in their state, as of Sept. 9, with the 
ten year average condition throughout the 
United States on Sept. 9 and for ten years. 

These data are to be supplied for the 
reason that the condition of crops actually 
within a state has more effect on prices with- 
im that state than the conditions for the 
country at large. 

If the experiment is a success and the 
newspapers codperate the plan will be ex- 
tended eventually to serve the farmers in all 
the states.

N line with the discussion on motor car 
headlights and understanding of the para- 
bola and the theory of the reflectors of 
headlights gives a basis for rational! rea- 
soning in trying to evolve a solution of 
the problem now in hand in Chicago. So far 
there is no idea to fit the demand. Here is 
a chance for a real inventor to get out a 
made in Chicago idea that will alleviate if 
not do away with the nuisance of glaring 
motor headlights. ‘ 

To fit the case the invention must do sev- 
eral things: 

It must not spoil the driving light of the 
car. 

It must not glare in the eyes of approaching 
drivers, even on hills. 

It must be applicable to any make of lamp, 
or the greatest number of lamps. Most of 
these, however, are electric. 

It. must give to the police a standard of 
brilliancy or a definite line on one side of 
which arrests can be made and on the other 
the car let by. 

It must be simple and cheap and be imme- 
diately availabie in large quantities.

But first to understand the headlight as at 
present fitted. The refiector is parabolic in 
shape, and the curve is such that every ray 
of light sent out from its focal points, as in 
Fig. 1, is sent forward parallel to the axis 
of the curve, so that all the light from the 
filament is sent forward focused in a beam. 
In this case a hood or apron over the top 
half or the painting of the teop half of the 
glass will help. 

If the light is not at the focus point, but 
forward of it, the rays will be directed toa 
point some distance in front, and hence rays 
hitting the reflector below the hood or apron 
are deflected up so that hood is of no effect 
and useless. This is shown in Fig. 2, the rays 
running up. . 

If a frosted globe is used, seemingly the 
best idea available at the moment while 

something better is being sought, the source 
of light is not. a point but a ball, and hence 


the rays strike in all directions and diffuse,

taking away much vwof the glare which is 
blinding while still leaving the illumination 
of the road, so necessary even in city and 
boulevard driving. : 

A high-low lamp proposition is not effective, 
as the light still glares if in focus, while a 
tube over the light will spoil the road light— 
a thing more important and much less dan- 
gerous than the presence of glare.

While the frosted bulb helps to destroy 
the glare and is a fair makeshift while wait- 
ing for further action, a number of lamp 
devices are offered which can be attached to 
the present types of lamps to take away 
the glare in a satisfactory manner. 

One of these is along lines suggested by 
Chief McWeeny at the Rush street bridge 
conference, but developed further by light- 
ing engineers. Tits is a small hood or cup 
in which is set the lamp globe, the cup being 
supported by the globe and socket, and by 
wire supports springing against the globe as 
in the drawing. This screens the globe from 
throwing light to the big reflector and makes 
the big lamps like ordinary side lights. Some 
of these cups are parabolic in shape to direct 
the rays straight forward, others cone shdped 
to scatter them. Some offered are black, 
some dull nickel finished, and others brass 
All are effective, but by inclosing heat around 
the lamp bulb shorten the life of the bulb; 
especially the black ones, which so absorb 
the heat as to seriously affect the life of the 
lamp filament. 

This device destroys the glare and fur- 
nishes a fair driving light, but is not neat in 
appearance. Its use can be easily enforced 
by the police.

Another idea from New York is in the 
form of a curtain which can be drawn down 
over the front of the lamp at will, worked 
by a foot pedal. This acts asa good screen, | 
but the idea of working any nonglare device | 
frem the seat Is objected to.

Flocks Rapidly Increasing. 


While agrriculture as a whole has made 
tremendous strides during the time stated, 
no single branch has developed with the ra- 
pidity of the poultry industry. Poultry keep- 
ing has become tremendously popular and 
our flocks of poultry have increaged in num- 
ber and size. In spite of this fact, however, 
the average market value of poultry prod- 
ucts has steadily risen, keeping pace with 
or exceeding the increase in cost of feed, 
which clearly indicates that the supply has 
not yet equaled the normal demand. In fact, 
there is sufficient evidence to warrant one 
in believing that the consumption of. high 
grade eggs and table poultry may be in- 
creased indefinitely and that overproduction 
need not be feared. — 

Estimates of the true value of America’s 
poultry products, including the sales actu- 
ally made by breeders and fanciers, must be 
more or less guesswork, but the best in- 
formed authorities place the figures at from 
$750,000,000 to $1,000,000,000. Accepting the 
lesser amount ag being approximately cor: 
rect, we note that in seventy years, the life- 
time of one man, the cash income from the 
American hen has multiplied over sixty 
times. r . 

The popular interest in exclusive poultry 
enterprises of large capacity and the amount 
of publicity given them might cause the un- 
informed to imagine that a large percentage 


of our table eggs and chickens is produced 


on such farms. This is far from the truth, 
however. The,piutput of such plants is but 
a drop in the bucket as compared with the 
aggregate output of the unnumbered small 
fidcks maintained on general farms and on 
city and village jots. The keeping of poul- 


try is not restricted to any one class or sec- 


tion. It may aptly be termed e universal 
agricultural pursuit. : 
It is true that certain sections of the coun- 


try are better adapted to poultry culture 
than others. This may be due to superior 
local markets or conditions of soil, climate, 
and food supply. But some fowls are kept 
in all parts of the country, and practically 
every state in the union has largely increased 
the number and value of its domestic poul- 
try within the last decade. 

Taking the country asa whole, between the 
years 1900 and 1910 the number of chickens 
showed a big increase, but there was a de- 
crease in the number of turkeys, ducks, and 
gecse,

High Prices in Big Cities. 

The great cities of our eastern states fur- 
nis’: the best markets for poultry products, 
and here the highest average prices are 
secured, with the possible exception of cer- 
tain limited sections on the Pacific coast. 
The eastern poultryman usually receives the 
best prices for his goods, since nearby prod- 
ucts are invariably preferred by the best 
trade. On the other hand, feed prices are 
somewhat higher than maintain in the grain 
belt, which partially equalizes the situation. 

The reason for the rapid growth of the 
poultry industry in the grain growing states 
is not hard to understand. Improved meth- 
ods of handling perishable products and bet- 
ter shipping facilities enable the western 
poultry grower to place his products on the 
eastern market in better condition and at less 
expense than formerly. 

Judging from present day conditions, one 
may safely predict that the industry will 
progress as rapidly during the next decade 
as in the last one. We will note a growing 
appreciation of the hen om the part of gen- 
era’ farmers and the general adoption of im- 
Proved breeds and better methods; mere 
unsightly back yards will support home 
flocxs; specialty poultry plants will increase 
in number and size. This will result in a 
vastly increased output of eggs and chick- 
ens. But there need be no alarm over the 
possibility of overproduction. Our increas- 
ing population will absorb much of this ad- 
ditional supply. The balance will Gnd its

PRESIDENT OF PLAYERS’ UNION 
DENIES ALLIANCE WITH ‘FEDS.’ 


Fultz Declares Athletes’ Fraternity Will 
Remain Neutral, but Admits Discuts- 
ing Situation with Horace Fogel. 


New York, Sept. 6.—Persistent reports that 
the baseball players’ fraternity was about 
to become allied with the Federal league 
were set at rest this afternoon by a state- 
ment of David L. Fultz, president of the 
fraternity. Fultz declared his organization 
would make no alliance with any faction 
whatever in the baseball workl. The state- 
ment says in part: 

“If there is to be a war among baseball 
magnates, they must fight it out themselves. 
As an organization we refuse absolutely to 
be drawn into the controversy. I admit, 
however, having had one confererce with 
Mr. Fogel within the last four weeks, as 
well as others with gentlemen in no way 
connected with Mr. Fogel. 

“There seems to be an abundance of 
money ready for investment in the baseball 
business, but this can have no effect upon 
our determination of maintaini*g a posi- 
tion of neutrality as long as there is a pos- 
sibility of obtaining a square deal fromithe 
rhagnates. 

‘We have not only been turned down 
in our appeal to the national commission, 
but we have been told that our wrongs do 
not exist, although we see them every day. 
It is my personal opinion that the commis- 
sion has committed a very graveerror. This, 
however, is its own affair. 

“Our organization has a membership of 
over five hundred of the leading players of 
the country. There is not a desirable player 
in the big leagues who is not within the 
ranks, and every team in the International 
league, with the exception of Baltimore, has 
jcined us. The piayers as a body have seen 


fit to express their grievances through their 


fraternity. The commissfdn has ignored the 
requests and has told us that further com- 
munications would receive no attention. 
Naturally the players have not taken this 
attitude in a very kin‘ily spirit.”

The Denver club is for sale if McGill moves 
into faster company, and Ed. W. Smith, a 
‘Chicago sporting writer, has put in a bid to be 
considered if the Western league champions 
go on the block.

GIANTS MAKING HARD FIGHT 
FOR GAME GIVEN TO PHILLIES.

New York Natianals Appeal from Deci- 
sion of President Lynch, Who Re- 
versed Umpire Brennan’s Finding. 


New York, Sept. 6.—The New York National 
league club has appealed to the board’ of 


President Lynch, awarding the Philadelphia- 
New York game of Aug. 30 to Philadelphia. 
This announcement was made by Secretary 
John A. Heydler of the National league to- 
night. 

The game, which was being played on the 
Philadelphia grounds, was declared forfeited 
to New York by Umpire Brennan in the ninth 
inning with New York at bat, two runs be- 
hind, one man out, and nobody on base, be- 
cause of the actions of the crowd in the cen- 
terfield bleachers. 

Umpire Brennan has reported that a part 
of the crowd broke into a hitherto unoccupied 
section of the bleachers in line of vision with 
the pitcher’s box and plate and began waving 
papers and coats so that it was impossible 
for him to see a ball that was pitched. When 
the Philadelphia management refused to 
clear.the bleacher section in question, Bren- 
nan’s report added, he declared the game for- 
feited. 

President Lynch, on receiving the report, 
decided that the umpire had exceeded his 
rights, reversed Brennan's finding, and 
awarded the game to Philadelphia. From this 
decision the New York club has now appealed 
to the league directors.

The frst 
moves, of course, were in the matter of incor- 
poration of boxing clubs, and the fact that 
only three clubs were granted licenses in the 
first month of the law's existence is consid- 
ered ample evidence of the efficiency of the 
athletic commission appointed by Gov. Mv- 
Govern. 

. It, is worthy of note that the Wisconsin 
executive in attaching his signature to the 
document that made ‘the boxing bill a law 
was fully aware of what his action meant, 

and in subsequently appointing his commis- 
sion he chose men who he believed would 
govern the sport in a way which would leave 
little chance for the “ knocking” élément, 

which always has been préminent it pugilism, 

to get in its work. 


| Picking the Officials, 

In seeking for a man to perform the fune- 
tions of secretary on the commission the gov- 
ernor hit on a newspaper man, one who is 
more familiarly versed in the sporting field. 
His selection was Manning Vaughan, a Mii- 
waukeean, and as the position the appointes 
is to fill ig of neceasity a most importa:

“Gov. McGovern’s action favorable to boxing 
was due in a great measure to the fact that 
he personally likes the sport. He is a fan. 
but only so long as boxing iaclean will he give 
it his sanction. | 


Chances in Wisconsin. 

The Badger fieid is certainiy a great one for 
boxing, for by the proximity of several of it» 
cities to Chicago, success from a gate stand- 
point seems more than certain. In previous 
seasons when boxing was held mm Kenosha, 
Milwaukee, and Racine, it was the attendance 
of Chicago fans that enabled the promoters 
to stage the shows with profit. Undoubtedly 
the same conditions will prevail during the 
coming legalized shows for the revenue 
gained from the fans from the Illinois city is 
necessary, 

The Chicago fans who made such a hard 
fight in’ the Illinois legislature to secure the 
passage of a boxing measure of the same 
pattern as that passed in Wisconsin, only to 
be disappointed by its failure to go through. 
must find some*place to sate théir appetites 
for a “ battle,” and even if a trip of fifty or 
seventy-five miles is necessary they will go . 
the rattler route. | 

Undoubtedly the fact that boxing is legal 
will have the effect of increasing the home

HE center of gravity last week was Libertyville, [IL 
All roads led to that prosperous north shore sub- 
urb, and all roads were crowded.

ville fair was lined on each side by a cornfield and accom- 
panied by dust. 

Otherwise they were alike. Each had the familiar pop- 
corn and popgun peddlers. Each boasted cookeries where 
more or less could be eaten, and lookeries where more or 
less could be seen. The cane rack and spindle were at both.

THE ETHICS OF SPORT. 

In one of ‘the professional] league games 
recently a base runner was caught several 
feet off base. Every one saw it except the 
umpire, who probably was so placed at the 
moment that he could not see the play ac- 
curately.

1 Between what was quick witted'and what 
was essentially unfair: But a good deal of 
ériticism is well founded. There is too 
much emphasis on mere winning and too 
little on winning like a sportsemen—that is, 
in honorable obedience to the spirit, not the 
mere letter, of the.rules. Rules should be 
interpreted to help the better man win, and 
the unwritten code of the good sportsman 


is based on @ chivalrous refusal to profit by 


an advérsary’s undeserved misfortune and 


'a manly preference for defeat over unde- 
serving victory. 


There are many unpleasant sigus that 
American amateur sportsmanship ,ig de- 


gts Tective in this respect; and that many young 
xs s eccond, as to tliale wmen who think themselves superior clay 
\ with their doting parents’ approval do nut 


measure up to the standard of gentlemen or 
good sportsmen on the tennis court, the 
links, or the squash court. 

It would be grossly unfair to blame this 
-altogether on Baseball. It has a wider and 
deeper basis\than that. “The man who has 


fought his way up to wealth in the rough and 


-tumble of American life is not likely to take 
into “society” a very nice sense of sports- 
manship, any more than he takes polished 
manners. Neither do his children acquire, 
in the luxurious home he lavishes upon them, 
much better standards. Sometimes they 
lose the merits he had without getting oth- 
ers. Into our sport also is brought the keen, 
driving, trading spirit of American business 
life—the hard headed ethics of “ business 
is business,” the intense admiration of 
- success * which does not inquire into the 
nature or reality of success, but looks mere- 
ly at the material result achieved. Also 
we ibberit a taste for tricks, the model of 
which was the “ hoss trade,” and our whole 
system of legal administration is challenged 
today for its undue technicality, its disposi- 
tion to subordinate the establishment of 
justice tothe manipulation of rules. 

In England amateur sport is influenced 
by the standards of a class that has had 
leisure to cultivate itself and to formulate 
and enforce standards. American “ so- 
ciety ” is in a@ estate of perpetual flux; it is 
like a restless army always receiving a 
flow of raw recruits and therefore never in 
a disciplined stage. This is a condition jn 
which the initiative and responsibility of 
the individual are of the greatest impor- 
tance.

TWO YEARS AFTER. 

WO years ago this column was inaugu- 
Tated. It is the custom on anniver- 
Barieg to take stock. Some time or 
other the work of keeping people well 
will be cared for by a properly organ 

ized machine. ‘The divisions of this machine 
will be: (a) The division for the curing of 
disease and putting the human machine into 
a state of high efficiency; (b) the division 
for the promotion of health and efficiency 
through personal hygiene; (c) the division 
for the prevention of disease through public 
hygiene. 

In the perfect day these agencies will be 
taking care of thier duties, each in its sepa- 
rate way, but each codperating with the 
others, A certain death .rate will. be estab- 
lished’ and the community will demand that 
it be maintained. Bach of these agencies 
will be required te contribute its portion to 
the result. A certain standard of wellbeing 
and efficiency will be bet by business, and 
public sentiment, co}perating to work for 
securing conformance thereto, will be divided 
among the three agencies and each will be 
required to do its task. 

_ 

Many years ago Havelock Ellis advocated 
the economic advantage of state medicine. 
A few years ago Moore of Liverpool wrote 
his powerful book, “The Dawn of the 
Health Age,” proving the poor economy of 
medical service on its present basis. Noone 
can read Moore without agreeing that our 
present method of medical service is waste- 
ful and, in time, will be replaced by some- 
thing better. 

Health service is so essential to welfare, 
private and public, that a better way in time 
will replace the poorer way. While clearly 
seeing that the fault is about where Moore 
puts it, I do not believe that the remedy will 
be in state medicine straight and outright. 

The practice of curative medicine will re- 
tain its autongmy. However, the growth 
of workingmen’s compensation laws and 
other insurance measures, the growing de- 
mand from employers for better service, and, 
last but much the most powerful, the growth 
of public intelligence will force legislators 
to constantly demand better medical service. 

~~ 

The division of personal hygiene will cre- 
ate a machine to correspond to public health 
departments and to the medica] machine on 
the other. | 

The creation of this column is in response 
to the same impulse, We recognized that 
the public health was being taken care of by 
the health departments; the sick were being 
taken care of; but that the private citizen, 
who was not especially interested in con- 
tagion or epidemics, who was not sick and 


did not expect to be, but who wanted to live 
a useful-life and to reach old age with or-. 


gans sound was falling in between, 

While we have devoted space to public 
hygiene and even some to curative medicine, 
the man whom we have always had fore- 
most in mind was the private citizen who 
was falling in between. 

So far as this division 1s concerned, society 
is trying to find itself. Out of its many at- 
tempts will come an organized nation-wide 
movement of personal hygiene devised to 
care for this the largest of all groups by far, 
the men who fall in between the sick being 
cured and those who are protected by public 
hygiene. 

When one takes stock, the first step is to 
settle “‘ whither are we going?’ Until that 
is done it is impossible to say just “ where 
we are at." The above paragraphs set forth 
my opinion of whither we are going. 

~ 

The history of curative medicine in the 
last two years has been one of development 
of the art rather than of epoch-marking dis- 
covery. The papers written have been on 
how better to use the tools we have rather 
than to propose new tools. 

The profession has laughed at (when it has 
not abused) the people for taking patent 
medicines. The people deserve to be both 
laugbed at and abused. 

Patent medicines are rank frauds. Their 
advertisements are lies. Newspapers no 
longer take their ads because they know 
them to be lying frauds intended to deceive. 

The National Advertisers’ association 
abuses them worse than aby doctor. Con- 
gress, in passing the Shirly bill, branded 
them officially as lying frauds, as will appear 
when the bureau of chemistry gets into ac- 
tion. 

All of this being true, why did the people 
continue to buy? Because they had been 
brought up todope. They had been educated 
to keep the cupboard shelves filled with rem- 
edies. By whom? By the doctors. 

.To the people there was no great difference 
between the printed label of the patent med- 
icines and the written label of the prescrip- 
tion. The essential was that the bottle held 
something to take for one’s complaint. 

The remedy? To clean out the cupboard; 
to throw all the contents away. 

— ‘ 

Therefore, when the medical profession 
followed the teaching of Osler and the mem- 
bers became therapeutic nihilists they struck 
at the patent medicine business. 

The people are being cured of doping from 
the ground up, and that is the only right 
way. In the last two years the use of patent 
remedies has decreased. The yearning for 
dope has lessened. The art of curing dis- 
ease has developed on its positive as well as 
its negative side. 

The patient in operation is better protect- 
ed against shock than two years ago. The 
operations on stiff joints and bony deformi- 
ties are much better done than two years 
ago. The man with a stiff joint or a limb 
about useless from badly united bones can 
be made efficient. 

Knowledge of the ductless glands has 
greatly increased during the period under 
survey. The care of rheumatic disorders 
has sloughed some of its methods founded 


on false information, and is gaining new . 


methods founded on ray information. 


A proper éstimate b wend be that there 
has been a satisfactory, gradual gain. The 
gain has been of the same type that leads 
to permanent advance rather than of the dar- 
ing, dramatit type which is always followed 
by overexpectation, reaction, and many 
swayings back and forth before the pendu- 
lum finally points to ie permanent place, — 


In the division of ¢ public hygiene there 
have been interesting experiences. The 
international congress of hygiene was held 
in Washington one year ago, the interna- 
tional congress of school hygiene has just 
been held, and the plans for the international 
congress of safety, to be held in December, 
are fast maturing. 

We are far enough removed from the in- 
ternational congress of hygiene to eee that it 
has failed of having among us the effect that 
has followed prior meetings. For instance,

The 
report is a most serviceable document. Its 
smallpox reports are now a asad and sery- 
iceable review of the field. 

In the state and tineleipal health depart- 
ments there have been some gains and some 
losses, Some of the able men have been re- 
tired and some extremely able men have 
come into the field, .The popular education 
type of bulletin, established in the Chicago 
department by Reynolds and Reilly, is now 
quite generally adopted by both state and 
municipal health departments all over Amer- 
ica. ‘Even small cities are usingit. In Can- 
ada the Toronto and Winnipeg health de- 
partments issue educational bulletins of the 
Chicago type that are equal to any published 
anywhere. 
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The death rate in the exceedingly large 
American cities is ata standstill. Organiza- 
tion of health work along present lines has 
about reached the limit of accomplishment. 
No further materia! gains will be made until 
there is radical change in the method of or- 
ganization. 

The gain has been an extension of health 
department organization to smaller commu- 
nities. In hundreds of communities the old 
on-paper health department has been re- 
placed by an actual health department 
manned by full time health officers. The 
first result of this change is substitution of a 
tell-the-truth for the old style boost-even-if- 
you-lie policy. 


~ 
Sometimes there appears to be a loss as 
to the first effect. Even in these cases, de- 
monstrable gain follows in a few years. 
The gain in public health in the last two 
years has been largely in this group. No 
new procedures of great consequence have 


‘ been accepted. 


The Friedmann fiasco has helped the 
cause of vaccination against tuberculosis. 
There never seemed much proof that Fried- 
mann had a cure for consumption. The 


proof that-his cure was.of service insurgical | 


tuberculosis was of some weight, but the 
advertising fakers were so greedy for money 
that they killed that possibility. 

The claim that he had a methed of vac- 
cinating against tuberculosis to the scientist 
seemed the most reasonable of his claims. 
On this phase of the subject there may yet 
be some contributions to public hygiene of. 
value. 


a 

The method of vaccinating against ty- 
phoid fever was tried out on a smal! scale 
several years ago. Its trial on a large scale 
may be said to date back to 1911. 

In it health departments have gained a 
great tool. The national government has 
proved it with the army and navy. Mem- 
phis and the towns in the flood district have 
proved it. It is the best tool gained in the 
last two years. 

The national congress passed the Esch 
bill preventing phossy jaw and the Shifley . 
bill to prevent lying on patent medicine la- 
bels. The first of these is being obeyed. It 
is the general opinion that the second is not. 
though it has been a law a little over a year. 

~~ 

The legislation for health insprance has 
greatly increased. The principal gain has 
been in workmen’s compensation acts. Ata 
recent insurance meeting in Chicago a pres- 
ident of a casualty company in a public ad- 
dress said the substitution of the principle 
of compensation for that of liability has been 
the greatest social advance since the adop- 
tion of the constitution of the United States. 

~— 

A noteworthy step has been the plan for 
the aid of workingmen proposed by the Chi- 
eago Tuberculosis institute and placed in 


. practical operation by many of the large em- 


ployers of the city. 

In the national political campaign of 1912 
health was much more a factor than ever 
before. The Republican party had some 
reference to it. The Democratic party cov- 
ered the subject quite well. 

President Wilson manifested his interest 
in the subject during the campaign. In his 
inaugural address he gave this subject what 
I think is rightfully regarded as the position 
of honor. It is the opinion of the well in- 
formed that the two subjects of govern- 
mental machinery, the tariff and the cur- 
rency bill, having been disposed of at this 
special session of congress, he will devote 
much of his thought to the human welfare 
subjects so close to his heart. 

The Progressive party, under the heads 
of health and social and industrial justice 
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MPEROR FRANCIS JOSEPH, by way 
of allaying any dissatisiaciion that 
his nephew and heir apparent, Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand, may have 
felt at his virtual exclusion from any 


further share in the direction of the govern- 


ment, has just bestowed upon him the post 
of inspector general of all the armed forces 
of Austria-Hungary, naval as well as mill- 
tary, a post which has been vacant since 
the death of old Archduke Albert, victor of 
Custozza, and uncle of the ‘emperor. 

He has also ¢onferred upon the arch- 
duke’s morganatic wife, the Duchese of 
Hohenbere, the grand cross of the Order of 
Elizabeth, which he founded in 1896, in honor 
of the memory of his murdered consort. 

The bestowal of this distinction upon the 
duchess has served to call attention tothe 
fact that although possessed by all the prin- 
cesses of the reigning house, and by a num- 
ber of women of the aristocracy, including 
Princess Pauline Mettermich and Princess 
Hiedwig Sapieha, it has not hitherto been 
granted to the former Countess Chotek. 

As inspector general of the army and navy, 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand becomes the 
ranking officer of both forces, and the alter 
ego of the sovereign, as commander in chief. 

Since last spring the emperor has resumed 
compiete control of the reins of government, 
which he commenced to surrender to his 
nephew some tour years ago, and which had 
been almost wholly abandoned to the arch- 
duke during his, the emperor's, iliness last 
year. “Ministers have ceased to report to. the 
archduke or to consult his views, and it is 
to make up for this that the empefror has now 
bestowed these honors upon his nephew and 
upon the latter’s morganatic wife.

France’s new ambas:sado: to Japan isa Fu- 
gene Regnault, formerly minister plenipo- 
tentiary at Tangiers, and who, s.nce Moro>- 
co has become a French protectorate, has 
been at the jhead of the civil staf of Gen. 
Lyautey, the resident general of the Moorish 
empire. The greater part of his official 
career has, however, been spent either in the 
consular corps, or as one of the secretaries 
of the minister of foreign affairs in Paris. 

The main thing, however, is that he is a 
tactful and agreéable man, which is more 
than can be said for.his predecessor. For 
Auguste Gerard, who has just been placed 
on the retired list, is, though brilliant and 
gifted, one of the most atribilous, irritable, 
and sour tempered men that it is possible to 
conceive. 

Gerard first won his spurs under the pen 
name of “ Count Vassili,"" as the author of 
‘“ Berlin Society,”’ the most cruelly true por- 
trayal that has ever been published of court 
life in the Prussian capital. He obtained his 
knowledge of Berlin society and of the court 
there through his position as French reader 
to the late Empress Augusta, during the 
period immediately following the war of 
1870, just at the time when the Germans were 
in the first enthusiasm of their victories over 
the French. 

It is perfectly natural that, as a French- 
man, his position was far from comfortable, 
despite the kindness of the old empress. But 
his book on Berlin society gives expression 
to a bitterness against everything in his 
environment while at the Prussian court 
which is almost .beyond belief. 

His writings commended him to the notice 
of Gambetta, who, together with Mme. 
Adam, proprietress of the “ Nouvelle Re- 
vue,” in which his articles on Berlin first

ARIS.—[Special Correspondence.J]—For 

two or. three daye this last week Paris 

has seemed like nothing more than a 

Sigantic railway station, with every- 

body changing trains and speeding 
from one terminus to the other. After the 
races at Deauville people flocked here by the 
thousands, the majority en route for other 
resorts, some bound for home, and a few to 
remain and take in the sights of this city. 
Everybody had stories to tell of Deauville, 
of the prices they had paid, such as $15 for 
two boiled eggs and $5 for a cup of coffee, but 
so far there has not been one person met who 
ig not anxious and eager to make a return 
trip there next season.

AVE you a perfect foot? In these days of 
distorted footwear and distorted ideas 
rarely do we find a perfect foot. Yet a 
pretty foot is one of woman's greatest at- 


movements for which they were made. The average 
adult foot has been well likened to a shoemaker’'s last. 

Some of you, doubtless, have seen unfortunates born 
without arms, who have substituted for this loss with 
marvelously trained feet. These people have developed 


tractiona. So often are we told that a “their foot muscles to such a wonderful degree that they 


man first looks at a woman's face and 
then at her feet that the assertion has 
almost the force of an aphorism. | 

Feet have too long been woman's most neglected 
possession. The average Woman looks upon her feet 
merely as something to walk upon, and in return for 
their faithful services she deliberately inflicts ill treat- 
ment and oftentimes excruciating pain upon them. 

It should be axiomatic that nothing except face and 
bands can be so aristocratic as a shapely, well dressed 
foot; nothing so plebelan as a clumsy, il] dressed one, 
end nothing more vulgar than any foot in a shoe mani- 
festly too tight 

If feet are given proper treatment, proper care, and 
@orrect shoes, they should be as much a feast for the 
eye as is a beautiful face. 

I have heard women say, “O, well, feet are always 
egiy! Let us forget them!” The women who make 
this remark are women who have been guilty of crowd- 
ime their feet Into ill fitting shoes or who have been 
generally neglectful of their feet. It is a sort of con- 
science balm issued by them after a semi-realization of 
the disastrous effect their mistaken vanity has worked 
oh their feet. 

The woman who wants te be really beautiful should 
put the care of her feet on an equality with the care 
eof ber face and complexion. She should be no moére 
Willing to mar and distort the natural beauty of her 
feet than she would be willing to mar and distort the 
features of her face. 

There i#@ a world of misunderstanding concerning the 
attributes of a really beatiful foot. 

Too many girls judge of the foot by the shoe, and 
the ordinary standard of a beautiful shoe is generally 
am enemy to a beautiful foot. 

Proportion is the first element of charm in a foot— 
proportion to the height of a persen and in the com- 
ponent parte of the foot itself. A woman 5 feet 6 
finches in height should have a foot nine and one-third 


inches long. 
* * 


High Heel Injurieus. 

Feet, to serve us well, must be large enough to carry 
their burdens without weariness. The bones of the foot 
form a system of arches and piers which are so cém- 
bined as to bear the greatest weight with the least 
stfain. The strongest pier is fn the heel and the ex- 
trefhest curve of the inner arch forms the instep. The 
forward of anterior plier is less curved than the posterior 
and is composed of more bones, with many joints to 
secure elasticity and diminish the force of shocks trans- 
mitted to the arch, the summit of which is at the ankle. 

Any form of foot dressing which throws undue pressure 
upon the forward plier, the ball of the foot, and keeps it 
there, flattens the arch and broadens the foot. In ex- 
treme forms of the high, pointed French heels, which I 
am sorry to see women adopting again, the excessive 
elevation of the heel displaces the center of gravity and 
transfers the weight of the body for the most part from 
the heel to the line of union of the instep with the foes, 
@ series of joints with shallow sockets not formed to 
bear the brunt of the body weirht. 

It is @ physical characteristic of American women to 
possess as handsome feet as any women in the world, 
not excepting the Spanish, Russian, or Polish, Yet, ex- 
cept among the Chinese, no women treat their feet as 
badly in a mistaken effort to improve their beauty.

Perfect Foot in Statuary. 

If you want to see just what is meant by « perfect 
foot go downtown and look in the window of an art 
store for the winged Mercury, Venus, or the Apollo 
Belvidere. Then at night, after taking off your stock- 
ings, make a mental comparison. Or, better still, you 
may take a baby’s foot, which may be classed with 
that seen in ancient statuary, and, although the out- 
lines of a baby’s foot are sometimes padded by layers 
of fat, the marks of perfection stand out clearly. It is 
mot yet disfigured by the modern shoe. The grest toe 
stands out by itself—a distinct interval showing between 
it and its neighbor, The direction of this toe is either 
straight forward or @ little inward. There is given no 
chance then for the prominence of the “ bunion ™ joint. 
The other toes, straight and symmetrical, are tipped 
With pearly rose nails. 

In the most beautiful type of foot the instep is high 
with a graceful arch, the softly rounded heel delicately 
tinted. How many gitis of this age of “ civilization ” 
©4n lay claim to such a member? Can you spread out 
your toes, or have they lost their muscular power?

have been able to write, play ball, paint, dress them- 
selves, and do gountless other kinds of successful work. 

One of the first principles of a “good” foot is the 
healthy condition of the muscles. With a foot crowded 
Into an up to date shoe, the muscles are first hampered 
and finally rendered almost powerless, Is it any wonder 
that the ligaments give way, allowing the bones to be- 
come displaced? Is it any wonder that the foot loses its 
spring and becomes weak and flat? 

The widest part of a perfect foot is at the toes. Look 
at your shoes and let your common sense decide whether 
these “ willing servitors" of yours are clothed comfort- 
ably or whether you have incased them in “ prison cells 
of pride.” The average modern shoe is narrowest across 
the toes. This is responsible for many bunions. In such 
a shoe the great toe is crowded against its neighbor, 
throwing inte prominence the joint at its base. 

If you wish to prove for yourself the ill effecta of 
high heels, get a block of wood shaped like the ordinary

“French heel.” Stand in front of a mirror with one 
bare foot on the floor and put the bleek underneath the 
heel of the other. In place of the entire sole, excepting 
the arch, bearing the body weight, the ball of the high 
heeled foot bears most of the weight, only a little being 
thrown on the heel.

Treatment of Ingrowing Nails. 

Care of the nails of the toes is as important as caring 
for the nails of the hatids. The nails do not need trim- 
ming as frequently, however, as those of the fingers, as 
their growth is slower. They should be trimmed square 
across and kept at moderate length, Be careful not to 
destroy the spongy substance below the nails, as this is 
the special guard to prevent their growing im too quick. 

An ingrowing nail is caused by the pressure of a tight 
shoe or the rubbing of an ill fitting one These can 
sometimes be scraped away after soaking the feet in hot 
water. Their returh can be prevented by inserting © 
little absorbent cotton under the nail. Obstinate cases 
can be relieved by treating with a mixture composed of 
one ounce of chloride of sine and one dram each of mu- 
riatic and nitric acids. Mix thoroughly and apply with 
a camel's hair brush, |

If not properly attended to, it may cause permanent dis- 
figurement and lifelong suffering, for the synovial mem- 
brane lining the joint is liable to become diseased, Low 
heels are absolutely essential, and a shoe broad 
enough to prevent all pressure in order to facilitate 
a cure. Paint the inflamed joint several times daily 
with the following lotion: Glycerin, two drams; car 
bolic acid, two drams; tincture of iodine, two drams. 
Clear tincture of jodine is also useful, applied with « 
camel’s hair brush. Sometimes a poultice of slippery 
elm and fiaxseed will afford relief. The joint should 
be protected from all pressure or rubbing by @ large

Excessive sweating of the feet may be re'leved with 
the following lotion: Tannio acid, eight grains; bay 
rum, four fluid ounces. 

Stockings often do as much harm to the feet as 
shoes. If stockings are worn too tight they exert 
pressure sufficient to deform the foot. The wearing 
of fresh stockings daily is helpful in keeping the feet 
in condition. 

Every exercise upon the feet improves their condi- 
tion and promotes their symmetry and beauty. Given 
only the proper dressing for free and natural motion, 
walking, running, dancing, and all gemes which en- 
courage lithe and springy steps increase the real beauty 
of the foot and at the same time develop and round 
out the muscles of the calf.

, after all, that is what constitutes 
manners. To avoid actions which will 
others discomfort, to practice the 
habits which will make those about you 
more at ease—is there a better definition of 
true courtesy than this? Ifso, I have never 
found it. 

The talk of respecting the child's individ- 
tality is no new thing—only, in my young 
daya, we gave it another name. We said 
then that the parents of these children, 
Possessing what in mild terms mey be 
called insistent personalities, had no idea 
of how to bring up children. Now such 
shirking of duty toward a child and toward 
the society he victimizes is termed permit- 
ting him to develop along his own lines. 
By your leave, I prefer to have him develop 
slong mine until he is old enough to know 
tor himself right from wrong and to distin- 
fuish between following his natural im- 
Pulses and considering the natural im- 
Pulses of others! But I am in asad minor- 
ity—some*‘mes, 1 am tempted to think, in 
aclass by myself. When I reach this depth 
of pessimism I have to stay my soul on the 
recollection of such children as the little 
girl of whom I have just written and of a 
few others like her. 


Perhaps you may think I have answered 
the question with which I began this talk— 
why have the children and young people of 
today such poor manners? I have said, it 
is true, that it ariges in large part from the 
failure of the parents to control the chil- 
dren and direct them, but there is, some- 
thing back of that, for which we must turn 
to the parents themselves. Why do they 
permit their children the liberty and license 
that brings them into a condition where 
they are constantly and unconsciously ill 
bred? ‘ 

This is a query to which I would like re- 
plies from any of you who have theories on 
the subject. 

Of course, I have already heard some ex- 
planations given. 

“ The parents are too darn lazy!" ex- 
ploded a young man who had accompanied 
me on a call to the house of the email girl 
who furnished me with my second illustra- 
tion. “I'd be tempted to use « stronger 
word if you were & man. That child's 
mother and father think it’s easier to let 
the kid do as she pleases than check her 
or jerk her up. I'll bet my mother would 
have thrashed meé if I'd ever behaved like 
that—and I'd haye jolly well deesryed it, 
too! I tell you. When I have childreh of 
my own-—"*

Breaking a Child's $ ‘Spirit. 

Undoubtedly his theory was correct in 
some ways. Yet to me the course of any 
parents who would rather have a child ride 
rough shod over them than take the trouble ~ 
to exercise discipline is inexplicable. Again 
and again I have quoted that saying of « 
wise mother: “I never’ have had patience 
enough to have disobedient children! * and 
it voices my Own feelifg precisely. To have 
to endure a child's racket and willfulness 
when I was tired and wanted to Fest; to be 
obliged to argue and coérce and bribe in 
order to achieve a result which a single 
simple command ought to have won; to 
have to shape my well laid plans to con- 
form to childish whims; to be the slave of 
an ill directed infant's caprice—decidedly I 
never have had enough patience to have 
disobedient children! Simply from the 
standpoint of comfort and self-indulgence 
it seems much easier to have a child te 
obey from the very first, to have perhaps 
one or two brief struggles in early days, 
and then to reap the peaceable fruits of 
righteousness in a well-regulated, well 
trained family. Can it possibly be that any 
mother or father thinks it is more trouble to 
establish obedience than to bear disobe- 
dience? I'd like to have an answer to this! 

Of course I am familiar with all the talk 
I had almost written twaddle—about break- 
ing @ child's spirit and repressing his indi- 
viduality. Those who preach this doctrine*® 
apparently lack the belief, which we who 
have had children are not inclined to doubt, 
in original sin! We may talk about an inno- 
cent, pure little spirit, fresh from the hands 
of God, andin a way this is true and beauti- 
ful. On the other hand there is the corre- 
sponding truth, put into terse words by 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, that man is made 
up of shreds and patches and a misfit from 
the start. The child’s soul. may come 
straight from God; his body, and I myself 
am inclined to think part of his epirit as 
well, are inherited from his ancestry, and 
he has their faults and temptations to fight 
from the outset.

gn find, but one that gives explicit cutting 
rections, and if possible has a construc- 
tion chart. Certain maskes of patterns may 
gait you better than others, so experiment 
patil you find those that ft with least altera- 


tion. 
Before buying your pattern learn how to 


take measurements properly. Always buy 
& Waist pattern by the bust measure. Take 
it by adjusting the tape line around the 
fullest part of the bust. an inch below the 
armhole, and with a slight upward slope at 
the center of back. Draw it fairly tight, but 
not uncomfortably go. Put the tape straight 
around the waist for that measure, and for 
the length of waist put the tape at center of 
back from the collar line to waist line and 
from close under the arm to the waist line. 
Measure armis around the muscular part 
about three inches below the armhole, and 
get the length by tying a tape to the wrist— 
if there is no one to measure for you—and 
measure in a straight line at back and front 
of arm.

Keep in your sewing chest a card with all 
your measurements written plainiy on it.

Altcring the Sleeves. 

Should you be longer waisted than your 
Pattern, then, ins:ead of laying plaits spread 
out your pattern on a table and cut across two 
and a half inches above the waist line and 
midway between the underarm and neck.

cutting need be done only on the underarm 
line, sometimes on the upper part, occasional. 
ly at both places. 


Sleeves may be lengthened and shortened 
in the same way. It is not enough to just 
add material ai the wrist—unless the altera- 
tion is very slight, as the elbow will be in the 
wrong place. Compare the measurement of 
the upper part of arm to bend of elbow, and 
from there to the wrist, as found on the pat- 
tern and on your arm. Where a difference 
exists, lay a plait straight across the pat- 
tern a little above the elbow if the sleeve is 
to be shortened or cut at the same place and 
add paper if it is to be lengthened. To aiter 
ihe under part of sleeve proceed in the same 
way, making ibe change three inches below 
the elbow and parallel with the wrist line. 
Trim off the plaits to make an even outline. 

Often the proportions of the pattern are 
fairly correct save that the shoulder line is 
wrong. For a very sloping shouider the or- 
dinary pattern will make an ugly diagonal 
wrinkle from armhole to front of neck. To 
correct this slope the shoulder seam front 
and back, slanting the line from the base of 
the meck to come farther down on the arm-

cut away under the arm. Start im a point 
just where the pattern begins to curve under 
the arm and cut away about the same 
depth that is cut from the shouider slope.

Where shoulders are squarer than the av- 
erage the ordinary pattern makes an ugly 
break above the bust line straight across. 
To counteract alter the shoulder seam by 
decreasing the slope. Start the point at 
top of armhole, taking off from thé shoulder 
line the desired amount toward the neck 
instead of toward the armhole, as previous- 
ly. This necessitates cutting away the neck 
line slightly, but the armhole need not be 
changed. These changes are made both on 
the front and back sections of the pattern.

When the figure is very round 

make slashes across back and side back of 
lining about even with the bottom of under 
arm curve toward center of back and sloping 
almost to the notches on under arm seam. 
Add the required depth of paper after sepa- 
rating the slash. For an overstraight figure, 
one commonly known as “ swaybacked,” lap 
theso slashes instead of separating them. 
Do not cut away the neck line on the pat- 
tern unless very tight; the waist sets better 
if it is stretched slightly when sewed to the 
neckband.

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Savant Says Women of Middle Class, 
Through Envy of Better Dressed People, 
Develop This Form of Insanity. 


The only reason thi' woman dresses is <o 
“show of,” to make a good appearance, to 
create envy, and approval. Women of this 
class dress up just to look well before others. 
De. Ewart has discovered that ths woman 
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HY do women love to dress? Is it 
because they love to dress for other 
women?. Do they tress for their 
husbands or admirers? Do they 

dress for their own amusement qr pleasure? 
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Dr. 0. T. Ewart of London says it ie none of 
these things. 

Dr. Ewart says that women leve to dress 
because they are slightly insane, Ee says 
that love of dress is merely a slight, neglected 
form of insanity. While he admits that it is 
not a dangerous form and that the woman 
who loves pretty clothes is uaually not capa- 
ble of doing violent damage ner ought to be 
confined in an asylum, he insists it is one vf 
the many harmless forms of insanity that ex- 
ist in many people in various degrees, and 
should be cured. 

Dr. Ewart has spen’ many yeers in study- 
ing the relation of clothes and the feminine 
mind. He has reached his conelusion only 
after careful experimenting and research. Dr. 
Ewart is in a position te study ineanity in all 
of its phases, for he is one of the physicians 
of a London asylum for the insane. 

His first ideas on this subject were derived 
from a woman, a patient, whe suffered from 
a washing mania. For sixteen years she was 
obsessed with a mania for washing herself all 
day. In trying to account for ser action Dr. 
Ewart reached the conclusion that many wom- 
en suffer from insanity, with dr-gs as the basis 
of the obsession. He found that the woman 
with the “ washing mania ™ belonged to a type 
of woman that considers cleanliness as beauty. 
It gave pleasure to her «sthetie sens to be 
clean. Therefore she was constantly wash- 
ing and constantly striving te obtaiz her ideal 
of beauty. The actual act of washing was but 
the response of her muscles to the sensatiois 
in her mind. Dr.Ewart studied her cage, rea- 
soned with her about cleanliness and beauty, 
and in a few years entirely cured her. 


With this as a basis, the idea of insanity 
among women, which takes the form of wear- 
ing beautiful clothes, was ‘yorked out. Ac 
cording to Dr, Ewart, there are two distinct 
classes of women who are s-ightly insane on 
the subject of clothes. 

One class of women is the class who are 
actuated by the mere desire for self-display: 


le pretty apt to be a slattern in appearance 
when not on dress parade. She cares only 
about impressing others, and is often disgust- 
ing in appearance when alone or just with hec 
family. In addition, in the case of the womaa 
who is suffering from this kind of insanity, 
the unseen parts of ber apparel, even when 
she is on parade, to quote Dr. Ewart, “are 
usually of an entirely different order from 
that seen.” | 

The second type of woman who is insane on 
the subject of clothes is the one who, like the 
woman who constantly washed herself, re- 
ceives her impulees from an esthetic sense. 
She is in love with the beautiful, the dainty, 
the delicate. A woman whose love of clothes 
is due to a fine esthetic sense becomes more 
and more particular about her clothing the 
more intimate its relation to her body. She 
usually washes too much, and is too careful 
about her garments, becoming too particular 
about brushing them, washing them, and 
hanging them away. 

Beth types of women who have this slight 
form of insanity bave an emotional accom- 
paniment of elation when putting on an at- 
tractive garment. They spend too much oa 
clothes, net because they are really extrava- 
gant, but because their insanity takes the 
form of a love of possession of pretty things. 
Kavy accompanies this incanity in some cases. 

De. Bwart saye this form of insanity is 
common among women of the middle class, 
and grows out of envying and studying beau- 
tifully gowned women and the window dis- 
plays of the expensive shops. It is regarded 
as a mere form of vanity by most people, an4 
not what it really ie, a slight form of insanity, 
which may become more serious if not zuarded 
against. Treatment for the nerves and a com- 
plete ehange and rest are among the best 
cures,

EN and boys of Chicago, scattered 
throughout the length and breadth 
of this great land, greetings to yor 
from your mothers! 

Though you have forsaken them, your 
mothers have not forgottea you. They are 
thinking of you the first thing in the morn- 
ing, and when sleep seals their eyes at 
night you, your faces, your looks and smiles, 
are the last thing snuffed out from their 
waking thoughts. But the, image of you is 
not snuffed out for long. It returns a little 
later. Your mothers dream of you. 

Hundreds—possibly a thousand—women 
in Chicago who have borne and raised chil- 
dren, who have deprived themselves of com- 
forts and necessities and have sacrificed 
years of their lives to give their sons a good 
bringing up, are now closing their earthly 
careers alone. They have no one to look out 
for them, to see that they are not suffering 
want and privafions. When they are sick 
they have no one to minister to them. When 
they die there will be none of their blood 
relatives present at the deathbed to close 
their eyes. 

The United Charities help support a good 
many of these Chicago mothers whom their 
sons have forsaken. Many others éke ont 
an existence the best way they can. None 
of them wants to go to the poorhouse. | 

“Where is my wandering boy tonight?” 
To the average person these words bring up 
a picture of a mother on the plains of the 
Dakotas, sitting alone in a’ farmhouse or 
in a little hut in a village and thinking cf 
her son who has gone out into the world— 
which means to Chicago—to make his way, 
a future for himself, there. 

While this picture is true there is another 
side to it. It is the side of the deserted 
Chicago mother. 

Every train that comes into Chieago 
brings-some country boy who comes to seek 
work and opportunities in the great city. 
Chicago is considered, and with justice, the 
haven of the country boy. No young man 
with purpose fails to get some kind of a 
foothold. P

They Promised to’ Write. 

Every train brings a boy from the country 
to Chicago. But every tenth or fifteenth 
train takes a Chicago boy out of the city. 
There are thousands of Chicago born and 
pred boys who, when they become 19 or 20, 
begin to feel the city is no place for them. 
They bid their families good-by and go out 
in search of opportunities and fortunes in 
smaller towns in far away states. 

Of course all of these boys promise. to 
write home. And most of them do write. 
Ther write as soon as they settle down more 
or less, as soon as they strike a job. After 
a few years they come back to visit their 
parents and tell them of their success. But 
there is a small per cent among them who 
disappear, soon after they leave Chicago, 
as if they had dropped into water. Sniall 
as this per cent is, it is large enough to give 
this city a gray haired army of forsaken 
women. a host of broken down, deserted old 
mothers. 

These mothers can be seen daily coming 
to the various branch offices of the United 
Charities and asking the agents there to 
help them to locate their sons. These heart- 
broken mothers write and come in person 


to the; newspapers and try to enlist their 
help. Sometimes they bring a picture of 
the thissing son with them. Always they 
bring a pathetic story of want and helpless 
ness and of a painful longing to see their 
lost child before they die. 

The United Charities do whatever they 
can for these old women.’ They write to 
charity organizations in those cities where 
the mother suspects her son might be in the 
hope that the boy might thus be located. 
More often, however, the mothers have no 
idea where their sons might be, and there 
is no way. of. connecting up with the trail 
of the missing boy.

Why Boys Leave Home. 

What causes the Chicago boy to leave 
this city and go in search of his fortune 
elsewhere? The reasons are many and va- 
ried. 

There is a class of boys who leave home 
because of some childish prank which got 
them into trouble with the authorities. They 
were arrested, taken to court, sent to a re- 
formatory for a few years. When they come 
out they feel ashamed of their neighbors, 
ashamed of the whole world. They have 
no nerve to try to resume their former posi- 
tion im the society of their immediate friends 
and acquaintances. Sometimes this position 
cannot be resumed easily. They are rebuffed 
by their former schoolmates and playfellows. 
They feel, and often with justice, that all 
avenues leading towards a successful and 
useful life have been shut to them. So they 
decide to leave the city to start life over 
again in a place where no one knows them, 
where prejudice because of their past will 


-not mar their plans and hamper their proz- 


ress, 

Sometimes it is the hard working boy who 
runs away from home. The parents of such 
a boy are poor. He is put t© work when he 
is 14 and his earnings are taken away from 
him to help keep up the home. Life is dull 
for such a boy. If he had a little change 
he could go out and find recreation Im an 
ice cream parlor or in a moving picture 
show. But his parents allow him no pocket 
money, or extremely little. He becomes 
disgusted with life. He feels that he is not 
getting a square deal. Too much work and 
no play embitter him. So he skips out of 
the house and lets his mother weep her 
eyes out. 

Ambition and an imaginative mind are 
back of the disappearance of another class 
of Chicago young men. Nature, too, seems 
to have a hand in this conspiracy, for it is 
in the spring that young men of this class 
take leave of their mothers. In the winter 
months they work at their trades, receive 
$10 or $12 a week, and are satisfied. When 
spring comes this sort of a boy becomes 
restless. He takes.a stroll along the parks 
and boulevards. He sees the strings vf 
automobiles with the harpy, smiling faces 
in them. From .the papers and other 
sources he gathers how the owners of these 
cars, the possessors of beautiful and elegant 
homes and of riches, have at one time been 
as poor as himself. He decides to make a 
dash for the good things of the earth. The 
only way to obtain these good things, in the 
eyes of such a boy, is to leave the city and 
zo west, where land’ is still plentiful, where 
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competition is less keen, and he leaves. 

The too thorough knowledge of the city, 
it is said, is responsible for so many boys 
and men leaving Chicago to look for their 
fortunes in small towns. The city boy, who 
has gone to work in a factory where a thou- 
sand men are employed and where businese 
is done in millions monthly, is awed by the 
vast wealth about him. He thinks there is 
no chance for the man of small or no means 
te work up alongside such giant concerns.

The Mother of Only One. 


Of the thousands of mothers in this city 
whose sons have left Chicago to seek their 
fortune elsewhere and who have not written 
home in years, many have other children. 
They stay with them. And while their an- 
guish for their long lost sons is keen and em- 
bitters their old age, the loss is partly miti- 
gated by the presence of other children and 
grandchildren. 

But there are about a thousand women in 
this city, according to the United Charities, 
whose missing sons are the only children they 
ever had. The lot of these women is a thon- 
sand times worse than that of the woman 
who has never married, who never knew of 
family life, who never had children. Their 
loneliness is immeasurably greater. There 
is disappointment and bitterness in _ their 
hearts. They are outraged that their sons, 
to whom they have given the best of their 
lives, should have forgotten them to the 
extent of never writing a line to them. 
But with this feeling of outrage goes also 
another feeling. A mother will never con- 
demn her child entirely. They fear ‘the 
worst. Their sons must. either be sick or 
dead, they think, else it does not seem pos- 
sible that ‘they could have been so heartless 
as to forget their old mothers. 

A grewsome picture of such a forsaken 
mother was found on the outskirts of Chi- 
cago. 

Fifteen years ago a 20 year old boy bade 
his mother and a sister good-by and went out 
west. He promised to write. As soon as 
he settled, he said, he would send for his 
mother and sister. He was sick of Chicago, 
he said. He wanted the west. the country. 
He wrote a half dozen letters from the ‘road 
in a period of two months. The last one 
came from Oklahoma. He was working his 
way towards Nevada. He wanted to get 
into a mining district. That was the last 
heard from the boy for fifteen years.

Sull Watching at the Gate. 


After a few years the woman’s daughter 
married. And soon afterward the girl’s hus- 


band Jost his job in this city and moved into 


a neighboring state. The girl wanted her 
mother to come with them. Bnt the old 
woman would not listen to any suggestion 
of leaving Chicago. She owned the little 
house she lived in. Having no rent to pay, 
she decided to take in sewing and earn her 
living that way. To the entreaties of her 
daughter that she sel] the house and go 
with her, as she would be lonely in the City, 
the woman replied that by going away from 
her home she would lose her son forever. 
The house. if sold, would be razed. An 
apartment building would go up in its place. 
When her son came back eventually, as she 
hoped he would, he would not find a sign of 
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the old place and would never know how to 
find his mother. 

For twelve years now the woman has beer 
keeping vigil alone in the old house, waiting 
for her son to come back. Her eyes gave 
out five years ago. She cannot sew. So she 
is earning her living washing. 3 

Every morning at 8 o'clock the woman 
becomes restless. At 8:15 the postman 
usually passes by. When she hears his 
whistle front afar she goes out into the yard, 
stands at the old gate, and waits. At first 
the mailman used to stop and chat with the 
woman a moment. He would console her— 
tell her that perhaps with the next mail, in 
the afternoon, or the next day she would 
get a letter, Then another mailman was 
given this route. This man did not know 
the woman and her story. To him she was 
nothing but an eccentric person who had a 
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mania for watching the mailman pass and 
following him with her eyes. 

Fifteen years have now elapsed since this 
woman’s boy has written to her. At- night 
she weeps for him. She has long since 
given him up as dead in some mine acci- 
dent or something. But at 8:15 o’clock in 
the morning she takes- her post at the gate 
and follows the mailman with sad eyes until 
he disappears in the next block. 2 

There are hundreds of such old women 
who spurn all suggestion that they go to the 
county farm. Back of this unwillingness 
is the hidden hope that if they stay in the 
neighborhood where they once lived they 
wil] still get back their sons, who, they feel, 
will come back some day. 

The problem of the deserted and for 
saken mother is not merely an economic one, 
according to socia) workers. It is not mere- 
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ly becanse these women have no one to take 


care of them in an old age that they are 
miserable. It is mother love that kills them 
by degrees. The woman who has raised 
children and then seen them go away from 
her and cut off communication with her 
feels her life has been a failure. She con- 
siders herself an outcast, cursed and un- 
worthy, else why should such an affliction 
be visited upon her? Why should her chil- 
dren, who were and must remain everything 
to her until her last breath on earth, be cut 
off from her so that she does not even know 
whether they are living or dead? 

“The woman,” said a charity worker, 
“whose son has died can console herself in 
time. But for the mother whose son has 
deserted her there is no consolation. The 
last years of her existence are a hell on 


earth.” 
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Sir Hubert von Herkomer Turns 
His Beautiful Estate Into a Vast 
Stage to Produce Artistic Plays 
of Modern and Medieval Setting. 


HE wonderful strides in the art of pic 

ture play photography have created a 

new industry with practically unlimited 

possibilitiesy and some of these possibil- 

ities begin to be pretty vividly glimpsed when 

@ man and an artist of world wide fame and 

acknowledged genius such as Sir Hubert von 

Herkomer becomes interested in it and en- 
gages in it himself. 

Sir Hubert, England’s greatest living por- 
trait painter and in the eyes of many present 
day critics the world’s greatest living portrait 
painter, has turned his “ Lululauad,” his 
house and grounds at Bushey, into a vast stage 
setting to provide the scenic effect of his pic- 
ture plays which are now under way. And 
more beautiful grounds, more gorgeously 
equipped, could not be found in all England, 
which has itself been called one vast garden. 

Here we find stately colonnades, fountains 
built of lava block, charming solat or sun 
houses with windows framing in the distance 
the classic English landscape. Here also are 
being constantly rehearsed scenarios of the 
most artistic kind. One is to be a morality 
play “with its medieval setting. Sir Hubert 
likes the mcdiwval and also the modern if it 
be romantic: The modern problem play is not 
to his taste. Another scenario has been writ- 
ten by Marie Corelli, and from this we may 
expect strong plot interest and keen character- 
ization.

No Stock Company Work. 


The actors are chosen individually for the 
parts to which they are best adaptefl.. There 
is no stock company work done at Bushey. 
Sir Hubert chooses from among the most beau- 
tiful and talented of actresses and actors those 
to suit each part. Other rdles he takes him- 
self. There is one of a witch which is his, and 
his wonderful brown eyes will lend vigor and 
even terror to the impersonation. Another 
part, that of an old man, is less appropriate, 
for in spite of gray hairs and the hand of time 
upon him Sir Hubert is 65 years young. 

Much of the music ‘is alse his, some of it 
adapted from his earlier musical compositions, 
for in his youth. it was uncertain for a time 
whether. his future career would be music or 
the graphic arts. 

The training of these film actors also de- 
volves largely on him, although he has a come 
petent stage director for much of the stage 
technique. Training for the moving picture 
films has grown to be quite a business in 
London, and several schools have been estab 
lished for’ that purpose, but Bushey is its oyna 
school. : 

The secrets of hie work are well guarded. 
Sir Hubert refuses to reveal either the plot or 
the name of any of -his films in prospect. The 
visitor may walk through the grounds and see 
the wonderful background of Eprglish foliage, 
but he may nof€see the actors at their work. 
Sir Hubert’s secretiveness is in keeping with 
his other strong traits. Delilah wonld coax 
this modern Samson in vain for the secret of 
his power. 

The recent fine weather which London has 
been having for a number of weeks and which 
is predicted to last for some time has-been 
most propitious for rehearsals and reproduc- 
tions, and the out of door sections of different 
scenarios have been pushed forward well in 
advance. An elaborate annex in the grounds 
of “Lalulaund” has already been built, and 
there is a veritable little army of carpenters, 
scene painters, electricians, “ projectors” or 
Jantern manipulators, photographers, stage 
managers, as well as other employés, needed 
for this:complicated business.

Higher Standard of Moving Picture. 

Several film companies have been negotiat- 
ing for the rights to the plays, and already one 
‘Americah bas sent its representative to Loo- 


don for the purpose of getting the exclusive 
rights to the pictures. 

Sir Hubert has always taken the keenest 
interest in all technical developments relating 
to the various arts and crafts, and he is de- 
voting himself to his new undertaking with all 
his characteristic enthusiasm. In this develop- 
ment of the picture theater his great object is 
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Knight Figuring in Morality Blay + + 


to preserve for the eye and the imagination 
all the interest and delight! of the animated 
pictures, and yet at the same time to purify 
this form of entertainment of its coarser attri- 
butes, raising the standard and making the 
picture thoroughly .artistic in acting, scenery 
background, and general reproduction. This 
is, of course, a big task and is involving a 
tremendous amonnt of patience, labor, and 
expense. 

But Sir Hubert ‘is equal to all this and 
much more besides, and although he is the 
leading figure in this enterprise and the super- 
visor of the whole, he is far from devoting his 
whole time and energy to. his new interest. 
The hours of the morning are always devoted 
to the serious business of painting.

America Lost an Ariist. 

A huge canvas of eighteen figures, composed 
of men at the head of the Krupp works at 
Essen, is in process of completion in. his 


“ studio. As one looks at that group and at 
, others hanging in the London galleries one 


wonders if all the men whom he paints are as 
alert and clever as they seem, or has he 
breathed into their sometimes dull clay a 
epark of his own unfailing spirit. 


Sir Hubert is a German by birth and Fne- 
lish by adoption, and.so a certain writer says 
of him: “ Perhaps it needed in our days a 
German to fathom the British physiognomy 
and unravel all that the Creator put into it 
of self-esteem and tenacity, cold passion and 
hot irritability, of virtue, nobility, and puerile 
respectability.” 

He did not begin’ as a portrait painter but 
rather with landscape and figures. His first 
triumph was when “ After the Toil of the 
Day” was hung on “the line” at the acad- 
emy. This picture shows his sympathy with 
those who toil. This same feeling of sympathy 
is evident in a. frieze. decoration at Bushey. 
“Sympathy” is its subject, and the line of 
figures clasps hands and passes on in that 
spirit of compassion until it reaches the pros- 
trate figure whose need is the greatest. 

The whole house bears evidence of the great 
artistic skill of those who have made it. His 
father, a sturdy Bavarian, built and carved 
his own life into the making of those ample 
halls; and his uncle, whose hand did not lose 
its cunning until he was past 90, has left mar- 
vels of carving as his memorial. 

We might have had Sir Hubert for an 
American if our development in art had come 
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earlier. His father came over here in 1851 
and settled in Cleveland. But there were no 
opportunities at that time and place for an 
artistic father and a son’s genius. So they 
recrossed the water and settled in England. 
There the young Herkomer obtained his art 
training. “ For,” said his father, “ he shall be 
my best friend and an artist.” 

In these days of specialism it seems almost 
necessary to apologize for versatility. Sir 
Hubert seems to be one of those modern 
painters who have revived the traditions of 
the middle ages when men were painters, 
builders, musicians, and sculptors at the same 
time. His talents cover a wide field—wood 
carving, painting in oil and water colors, 
etching, music, and drama. So the work at 
“Tululaind” goes on and the public is ez- 
pecting rare films in the autumn.
